The Chicago, Danville & Vincennes vs.

UNSAVORY TRASK. 


His Shrewd Device for Getting a New 
Trial. 

The case of Edward A. Trask, who was 
recently tried and convicted of conspiracy to de- 
fraud and awarded two years in the penitentiary 
came up yesterday morning before Judge Gary 
on a motion for a new trial. Trask having 
failed to furnish*the 35.000 bail required, has 
been ever sinte his conviction an inmate of 
the jail. He appeared in court yesterday at the 
side of his attorney, E. F. Runyan, who tmain- 
tained that the verdict was not in acvordance 
with the evidence, and picked flaws here and 
there in the taking of evidence, the rulings of 
the court, and the instructions given to the jury. 
He also attempted to strengthen his argument 
by presenting the following affidavit of M. B. 
McDonough, a quasi-Constable, who was i-n- 
pleaded with Trask, and who was tried with bim 
on the tirst trial: 

M. B. McDonough, being tiret duly sworn, depos- 
es and says that he was present at the trial of suid 
cause, and on the afternoon of June 14, 1582, at 
the request of R. F. Runyan he went to the 
office of the reporter in said cause; that while on 
his way, near the Sherman House, te was met 
by D. J. Leary, who asked the deponent if L. M. 
Brown, a merehant living on State street, was 
on the jury. Deponent replied that he was. 
Said Leary then stated to this deponent. You 
will be eonvicted, tor Brown, in my presence 
and in the presence of Olaf Oleson, the painter 
livwg near bis place at the time of the former 
trial, stated that the other jury ought to have 
convicted you, and you were all guilty and 
ougbt to be convicted.” 

Deponent further says that so soon as he re- 
turned to the court—wbich was before said jury 
returned with their verdict—he told said de- 
fendant (Trask) and B. F. Runyau what intorma- 
tion be had received, when said Kunyan re- 
plied to this deponent by saying it was impossi- 
bie that Brown could have done so, for be had 
eworn that de never heard of the case, and 
neither knew anything of the case nor of the 
parties. Deponent further says that he has seen 

suid Leary and Oleson, and taiked with them 
about what occurred between said Brown, said 
Oijeson and said re atthe time referred to, 
and that each of said parties say that such con- 
versa tſon did occur as stated by said Leary, but 
they did not then sign an affidavit showing such 
facts, but promised tobe at the ollice of said 
Runyao by 9 or 9:30 a.m. on the 1%h of June 
and sign such aftidavits, and the only objection 
they made to siguing the same was that HKrownu 


was a neighbor of theirs, but they now decline 
to sign said affidavit because, as they allege, of 


the notoriety of the case.

As to its having been tried once before he knew 
nothing until that fact cropped out in the evi- 
dence at the last trial. He was quite positive of 
the latter fact, and consequently the conversa- 
tion imputed by the affidavit uever occurred.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cricaao, June 23.—In order that correct judg- 
ment may be formed respecting the decision of 
the committee on the April wheat deal, of which 
much has been said and written on both sides, it 
might be well to throw alittie statistical lignt on 
the matter. 

Tus decision of this committee, by which de- 
faulters on contracts voluntarily made were re- 
lieved of their liability, bas been severely criti- 
cised, and defense has been attempted by some 
of its members. Without going into the détails 
of this defense, the disinterested pers may 
Judge of its value and of the fairness of the de- 
cision itself when it is known that during the

Now, when it is considered that it was in evi- 
dence under outb before the committee that the 
mob of short sellers in one day—in almost one 
hour—contracted to deliver during the single 
month of April over 5,000,000 bushels of tne 
grade known as No, 2 spring wheat, what can be 
said in defense of a decision which, ignoring 
such reeklesness, and in encouragement ot a 
default, relieves from liability the makers of 
these contracts? Let it be remembered that 
these sales to which special attention is calied 
are only those of a part of one day 
out of the 300 business days. upon which this 
mob (during the year) exercis their privilege 
of depressing vaiues. Willit be claimed by any 
respectable merchant that this element upon the 
Board of Trade of this city shall be protected 
at the expense of those who invest their capital 
in the cereal productions of the Northwest? Is 
there any commercial honor, or principle, or 
policy jevparaized wheu these would-be wreck- 
ers are heid to strict responsibility on their con- 
tract requirements? Must the interests of this 
special Class of gamblers be nursed and pro- 
tected and those of the farmer who raises the 
wheat, the banker who advances upon it, and 
the dealer who buys it, be ignored? 

The Commusistie and socialistic tendencies of 
a certain class of our people bave been freely 
denounced because of alleged threats to burn 
and destroy vatuable property, but it is difficuit 
to point out much essential difference between 
these and the efforts of that mob ou Change, 
who will seil a whole crop in half an hour, and, 
in their frantic attempts to wipe out values 
bring ruin and disaster to legitimate trade. Yet 
when these wreckers find that between them- 
selves and the ruin and disaster they invite 
there stands at any time a wall of strength 
which affords protection to the grain trade or 
the Northwest they are not left to the ordinary 
and well-established laws of supply and demand. 
but are furnisbed a committee to shield them 
from the results of their recklesness, which by 
a decision favoring repudiation and encourag- 
ing luxity respecting contract obligations affords 
them immunity from responsibility, and ledves 
shippers and miliers and all legitimate trade a 
prey to their rapacity.

THE LOCAL CONGRESSIONAL ELECTIONS. 
Under the new apportionment Chicago 
will be represented by four members in the 
next Congress. Probably three of these will 
be Republicans and one a Democrat. Atall 


the last Presidential election points to that 
division of the places—a Republican from 
the South Division district, a from 
the Bridgeport district, and two Republicans 
from the West and North Divisions. Chica- 
go, however, will have a common interest 
in all four members, and it is to be deplored 
that political conditions and practices scarce- 
ly wafrant the hope that the best represeuta- 
tive citizens will be selected to speak and act 
for this important community in the Ne 
tional Legislature. 

It is no reflection upon any individual 
member of Congress from this city pow or in 
the past to say Chicago has never made 
a brilliant showing in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. There have beeh two or three 
good business members, but the average 
Representative has been mediocre and dull. 
Large cities are rarely fortunate in securing 
the services of their best men in Congress, 
but, on the whole, New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, and Cincinnati have fared bette in 
this respect than Chicago has. It certainly 
cannot be contended that this is due to any 
inferior quality of ability in this city; the 
development and progress of Chicago con- 
stitute a complete answer to that theory. It 
must be because Chicago not merely shares 
the disadvantages of all large cities in the 
manipulation of primaries and conventions, 
but also because, in addition to this, there is 
more indifference among the responsible 
classes to the political character and in- 
fluence of the city. If there were the 
same ambition that Chicago should take 
a leading position in the politics of the coun- 
try which operates to push the city to the 
front in eommercial and industrial affairs, 
there is no doubt that both parties would 
bring forth talent that would challenge the 


ability and influence. 

A Chicago citizen with some such notion 
as this in his head asked the other day why 
such and such a man, naming a resident in 
one of the Chicago districts who is well 
known for his high standing and public-spir- 
ted disposition, would not consent to go to 
Congress. No doubt a similar . suggestion is 

uently made as to other citizens of equal 
we he and ability. There is one obvi- 
ous answer to all such questions. Citizens 
of the right character and calibre have not 
uShally the knack of securing nominations, 
and, as a rule, are not willing to get down 
into the mire of politics, which seems to be a 
necessary preliminary to practical political 
Until there shall be 
some spontaneous movement among the best 
elements of both parties with the object of 
presenting their ablest men as candidates, it 
may be expected that Chicago will fail to 
take in Congress the rank to which Its size 
and importance clearly entitle it. In the 
meantime the Chicago members may con- 
tinue to be very respectable men of fair busi- 
ness sense, but they are not likely to be of a 
kind to leave an impression upon the politics 
of their time, or to give to Chicago any emi- 
nence in Nationa! affairs. 

The practice of confining the selection of 
Congressional candidates to the district 
which elects them is unwise in general, but 
it is especially so in cities which are entitled 
to severai Representatives in Congress who 
stand for a common interest. Contrary to 
popular impression, there is no legal obstacle 
to the election in one district of a citizen who 
happens to live in another, and the useful- 
ness of Congress could be materially en- 
hanced by following the Euglish practice in 
this matter. Chicago furnishes an apt 
illustration of the embarrassment of the uni- 
versal American practice of adhering strictly 
to the confines of each district for the selec- 
tion of its representative. We refer to the 
new Democratic (Bridgeport) district. There 
is reason to suspect that there is not a resi- 
dent Democrat in that disirict likely to be 
selected who will make a creditable repre- 
sentative of the city in Congress. Atallevents 
the contest for the Democratic nomination 
is said to have narrowed down already 
to Lawler, Hildreth, and Sheridan, three 
members ot the Common Council whom no- 
body will claim represent the best type of 


Cnleago citizenship. The Democratic party 


of Ohicago, which includes among its voters 
many of the most successful business-men 
and ablest professional men, will bave but 
one Representative in Congress at best, and 
it must be content with a Lawler, a Hildreth, 
or a Sheridan, because, forsooth, precedent 
and practice require that their candidate 
shall live within the single district the Dem- 
ocrats are able to control. It is clear that 
both Chicago and the Democratic party 
would be the gainers if a Democrat of high 
character and acknowledged ability could be 
nominated and elected in the Bridgeport dis- 
trict, but itis not probable that the Demo- 
cratic managers would dare to undertake 
such an innovation. 

In none of the other three Chicago districts 
is there the same obstacie which is encoun- 
tered in the Bridgeport district to the selec- 
tion of the very best Congressional material: 
but the character and ability of the candi- 
dates on both sides will depend on the in- 
terest and activity of the best elements of 
the two parties. It is idle to expect that the 
brightest intellects will come forward of 
their own motion, not merely to solicit dis- 
tinction, but to circulate among the ward 

liticians and get down to the level of grog- 

op influences. 
THE NEW CHICAGO SUMMER ATTRACTION. 

The attractions of this city as a sunimer- 
resort have always been the subject of com- 
mon remark. Thousands of perspiring 
mortals from the too sunny South who an- 
nually enjoy the reviving influence of the 
Lake Michigan breezes will gladly testify 
to the justice of the claim in bebaif of Chi- 
cago thatitis the most delightful summer 
city in the world. 

All this goes without saying, and need not, 
therefore, be repeated. But the cable street- 
car line, called for short the “ exhilarating 
and inspiring grip,” constitutes au entirely 
new as it is a unique and unparalleled at- 
traction. The grip is less beautiful than the 
lily, but, like that esthetic flower, it toils not, 
neither does it spin. When it wants to 
move forward it seizes the cable concealed 
in the bowels of the earth and. glides along 
like the thing of beauty and joy forever that 
itis. The grip is festive: it moves to the 
ringing of bells. It is lively; it can stop in 
the sixtieth part of a minute, but it has 
queer moods and often refuses to stop. The 
grip is gallant in every splinter of its wood- 
work and every fibre of its iron frame; it 
stops instantly at the mere inclination of a 
lady’s head, but pays no attention to the 
raiged walking-stick of a gentleman. 

Under the horse-car régime if a driver re- 
fused to stop for a would-be passenger there 
was much eireumlocution in the methods of 
redress.

What could be more satis- 
factory than this? The grip stops for ladies, 
and if it refuses to stop for a gentieman he 
ean chase it, mount it, and stop it himself— 
if he is stronger than the man in charge of it. 

It must be admitted that the grip is a little 
tantalizing sometimes. For example: a gen- 
tleman signals it at a street-crossing and it 
slows up; the gentleman approaches to get 
aboard; the grip-man, looking back over his 
shoulder, sees him, thinks he is on the point 
of jumping on, and increases speed ; the gen- 
tleman walks through the mud by the side 
of the train trying to catch the rail, but fail- 
ing to do so. This is repeated two or three 
times until the middle of the block is reached, 
the would-be passenger finds himself spat- 
tered with mud, and retreats swearing to the 
sidewalk, and the grip-man, smiling halt 
audibly, pushes on at the top of his speed. 

Of course, all men are not good runters, 
and therefore it happens oceasionally that 
the remedy we have suggested—jumping on 
the ear, knocking down the Krip-man, and 
stopping the machine—is not practicable. But 
such persons can walk, and exercise is good 
fora man who is too weak to knock down a 
grip-man, 

The daily scenes at crossings are interest- 
ing in the extreme. The public is schooled 
to the fact that the intelligent grip-man will 
not stop if he can help it., so of course there 


is arough and tumble serambie for cholce 


of chances to jump on. Thegrip-man slows 
up his train, looks back, and is hugely 
amused at the efforts of the crowd to get 
aboard. If there isany dallying he increases 
speed a little asa warning. And as a lesson 
for next time he rushes the train forward 
while two or three fools who thought it 
would ultimately stop are left iu the middle 
of the street jialf-way along the block. 

The effect df the grip upon the men who 
handle it is extraordinary. They are the 
same men who lately drove horses attached 
to street-cars. ‘They always stopped when 
asked to then, but the disposition-of the grip 
to move on“ isso strong that it inspires 
the grip-men to disregard even the orders of 
their superiors. We know on Me authority 
of Superintendent Holmes that the grip- 


| men are imperatively ordered to stop when 


signaled, but we know also that they do not 
always stop. The explanation of itis that the 
smaller the number of stoppages the larger the 
profits of the grip-car company. Now the 
Superintendent of the company don’t care 
about making money for the company, but 
the grip is grasping and avaricious and it im- 
parts to the grip-man a thirst for gold—for 
putting gold in his employers’ pockets. It is 
really a contest between Mr. Holmes and the 
grip. lle has made a machine that defies 
him. He gives it up and transfers the fight 
to the trave.ing community. Ile says in et- 
fect: I have ordered the grip to stop but 
it won't stop: ifthe public can stop it the 
public has more influence over the machine 
than I have.” 

‘Lhe grip, however, with all its faults, is 
an attraction. It is a good thing to run after, 
to catch hold of and be dragged in the mud 
by, to shout at, to make ineffectual signs to, 
and to curse and swear at. It never talks back; 
it stands still when the cable breaks, and peo- 
ple who have chased it and begged it to stop 
approach it boldly and kick it, and assail it 
with epithets of scorn, contempt, and hate. 
It is the greatest scapegoat of modern 
times; it bears the sins of a corporation. But 
it furnishes us rapid transit and liberates us 
from the dangers of the epizodtic, of balky 
horses, and of snow-drifts, and so, with all 
its vexatious.ways, which we have not yet 
become fully accustomed to, we prefer it to 
the slow-moving, uncertain horse-cars. 
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THE NATIONAL LIBRARY BUILDING. 

The bill authorizing the construction of a 
building for the Congressional Library was 
brought up in the Lower House of Congress 
last week. It was debated for parts of two 
days, after which on motion of its friends 
further consideration of it was postponed 
until next December. The motion for post- 
ponement was carried with some difficulty. 
Members were disposed to kill the scheme 
then and there. Postponement until Decew- 
ber was rather an act af courtesy to Mr. Rice, 
who had the bill in charge, than an _ indica- 
tion of the temper of the House with refer- 
ence to the merits of the bill. 

It is no longer a question whether there 
shall be a National Library at Washington or 
not. There is such a library already. We 
cannot get rid of it if we would without 
burning itor givingitaway. ‘The only ques- 
tion is whether, having such a library, the 
Government shall give it proper quarters and 
extend its usefulness by making all its mate- 
rial available. ‘ 

There may be an honest difference of-opin- 
ion as to the best plan of housing the vast 
accumulation of books, pamphlets, and pe- 
riodicals that the Government has on hand. 
But there will hardly be a serious dispute as 
to two points: first, that the present aceom- 
modations are insufficient; and second, that 
the pew building should be put up at a mod- 
erate cost, 

The Voorhees bill, which was under dis- 
cussion in the llouse last week, loses sight of 
the second point. It proposes to expend 
$10,000,000 to 212,000,000 in the purchase of a 
site and the erection of a library building 
which, when completed, would be half as big 
as the Capitol itself. 
extravagant scheme should have gained 
footing even in Washington, where évery 
proposition for an expenditure of public 
money has strong support. 

The Voorhees bill proposes to expend 

$1,100,000 in the purchase of a tract of land 
directly east of the Capitol, on what is known 
as Capitol fill. The number of square feet 
to be taken under the bill is 455,030. The 
price is about $2.50 per square foot—not 
a large sum for improved real estate 
in the business quarter of a large city. 
‘This real estate, however, is not de- 
sirable. It is far removed from the hotels 
and the principal residence and business 
streets of Washington. ‘The city is growing 
n the other direction, The real-estate specu- 
lation on Capitol Hill has failed, and some of 
the New England savings-banks have been 
badly caught by it. ‘There can be no reason- 
able doubt that the attempt to have the Gov- 
ernment invest $1,100,000 in real estate on 
Capitol Hil! has been promoted in part at 
least by real-estate speculators. The Gov- 
ernment has an abundance of unoccupied 
real estate ofits own more accessible and 
every way better adapted for the purposes of 
the library which might be dedicated to it 
by an act of Congress without the cost of a 
penny. 

Another serious objection to the Voorhees 


bill is that it ferecloses all debate as to the 


character of the building that shall be erected 
after the site has been chosen. The first sec- 
tion of the bill is ingeniously drawn. It 
reads as follows:

Select Committee, out of its Infinit igno- 
rance of the subject, hasdecided uvon a plan 
for the erection of a building to cost proba- 
bly $10,000,000. Mr. Smithmeyer, the archi- 
tect whose plan has been chosen, is known 
to be on very confidential terms with Sena- 
tor Voorhees; and it is a remarkable fact 
that the la¥ter abandoned his preferences for 
the Judiciary-Square site and advocated 
the purchase of the Uapitol-Lill property as 
soon as the Smithmeyer plan was agreed 
upon. There has apparently been logrolling 
done in connection with this bill. The advo- 
cates of the Smithmeyer plan joined forces 
with the Capitol-Hill real-estate speculators 
and put both jobs under one eover. 

The Smithmeyer plan which the Joint 
Select Committee adopted with such inde- 
cent haste was condemned in toto by the 
American Library Association at its session 
in Cincinnati last month. There is nota 
librarian in the United States whose judg- 
ment is entitled to respect who would risk 
his reputation by approving the Smithmeyer 
plan. It embodies principles of construc- 
tion that have been abandoned in the best 
new library buildings. Smithmeyer pro- 
poses to have a central reading - room 100 feet 
in diameter—an enormous waste of space. 
Hie further proposes to have alcoves five 
stories high and nine feet to a story. Allow- 
ing for the space at the bottom and top, 
room would be sixty feet high. 
The books in the top alcove would 
be shriveled by heat, summer and winter, 
though the temperature on the floor might 
be only comfortable. The resolutions adopt- 
ed by the American Library Association at 
Cincinnati condemned the Smithmeyer plan 
in unqualified terms, and in so doimg in- 
directiy included in its censure the Congres- 
sional committee, which, without knowledge 
or care, had approved the plan. 

It is evident that the selection of a site for 
the new building (if there is to be a new 
building) and the choice of -an architect are 
two different things. Before the next ses- 
sion Degins Mr. Rice and ower members of 
Congress who have this matter earnestly at 
heart would do well to inquire by what 
means Smithmeyer came to be associated so 
closely with the proposed Capitol-Hill pur- 
chase. 


A BLAST AGAINST AMERICAN LITERA- 
TURE. 

Time was when no English periodical or 
Englishman would admit that there was 
such a thing as American literature, and the 
London Athenawum voiced the general opin- 
ion in its famous taunt: “Who reads an 
American book?” Since that time, how- 
ever, the Atheneum has had occasion to re- 
view favorably several American books, and 
our literature has been handsomely recog- 
nized in almost all the leading periodicals, 
It appears, however, that there is one left 
which has not changed its opinions, and as 
that one happens to be a paper of great infiu- 
ence and wide circulation, the attack is as 
aggravating as it is unjust, almost to the 
verge of malice. 

We have already had occasion to refer to 
the address of John Bright at the recent 
opening of the new library at Birmingham 
and the handsome tribute he paid to the 
poems of Longfellow, Whittier, Bryant, 
Holmes, and Lowell, and the history of Ban- 
croft. The Pall Malt Gazette makes this 
address, so far as it was devoted to Amer- 
ican literature, the text fora very severe and 
denunciatory article. A few extracts from 
it will show its animus. Referring to Long 
fellow’s * Hiawatha,” a portion of which 
Mr. Bright read to his audience, it says: 
“We should not wonder if while he was 
reciting the lines from Longfellow’s ‘ Hia- 
watha’ even critical hearers thought for the 
time that there was beauty and melody in 
them; and that itis only after the mornuing’s 
reflection that they will recognize them for 
the really very sorry stuff that they are.” 
Can it be possible that this poem which is so 
much admired by all Americans, and which 
helped to give Longfellow such a rbputation 
in England that he is now better known there 
than any other American poet, is nothing 
but sorry stuff? Can it be possible that the 
numerous eulogistic references to this poem 
by English periodicals upon the occasion of 
the poet’s death are all wrong, and that only 
the Pall Mall Gazette knows poetry from 
stuff when it sees it? Passing to Whittier, 
the Gazette says: 

Then there was Mr. Whittier’s Farewell of 
the Slave Mother to Her Daughters."" The sen- 
timent of it is so pathetic that we hardly like to 
speak of it, for every word of prose or verse 
that tends to stirin men and women a humane 
considerateness has its value. But uli, of 
course, things of that sort are not Mterature in 
any sense that is worth talking about. Mr. 
Bright says that if our public will only consent 
to becume acquainted with five or six of the 
poets of the United States he is sure that it 
will be a great addition to our knowledge of use- 
ful and charming literature.” But then, as Mr. 
Bright said, “in the presence ofa library one 
feeis that life is too short. lam afraid 1 must 
also say, he added, that our industry is 60 
far deficient that we seém to bave no hope of 
a full enjoyment of the ample repast that is 
spread before us.“ It is just because life is 
short, aud industry and taste for books so very 
moderate, that the recommendation of Mr. 
Greenleaf Whittier seems to us an extremely 
hard saying. It the admirabie peopie of Birm- 
ingbam are thoroughiy at home, say, in Spak- 
speare and in Byron, in Milton ana in Pope, then 


tuey have our fullleave to refresh their minds 
with Mr. Whittier, ang not before. 

So far as Mr, Bancroft is concerned it was 
undoubtedly a matter of surprise to Amer- 
icans that Mr. Bright should have given him 
the preference over Prescott and Motley as 
a historian, but they will not on this account 
sympathize with such an onslaught as the 
following: 

Sickness and loneliness are grievous indeed, 
but Bancroft is a heavier tax on the fortitude of 
an intelligent man than a low tever or the de- 
sertion of friends. When Mr. Bright says the 
lessons which this book teaches surpass to his 
wind those that be has derived from or found in 
any other book of history,” it Is to people who 
have seriously reflected what bistory is, and who 
know what bas been done in that line, as if one 
should say that Lord Halitax is the most im- 
pressive speaker in the British Parliament. 
Why, there is more of what is useful gad in- 
structive in human history to be learnéd trom 
buif a dozen of Shakspeare’s plays or & couple 
of cantos of “Childe Harold” than there is 
from a whole library of Banerofts. 


The Gazette in closing its article says: 
„Let Mr. Bright Americanize our institu- 
tions by all means if he can; but it will cer- 
tainly De no charity to Ameticanize our lit- 
erature or the literary tastes of our public 
such as they are.” Ihe sneer of the Guzette 
is the old one. Its boast also is the old one. 
At every mention of any other literature, 
except the English, it cries out, “Look at 
Shakspeare.” Would it not be as consist- 
ent for the modern Greeks to sneer at the 
art of all other nations because Phidias was 
a Greek? Would jit not be just as consist- 
ent also for the Italians to decry the gaint- 
ings of other nations because they once 
had a Raphael and a Titian? There has 
been a change in Kugland since Shak- 
speare’s time as there has been in 
Greece and Italy since the days of 
Phidias and Raphael. It is not so much 
the question what has been done hundreds 
of years ago as whatis doing now. And 
what is England doing now in literature ? 
The Pall Mali Gazette affects to despise 
American poets, Let it produce its English 
poets of today. Is it Tennyson, the Poet 
Laureate, writing poetry that is caricatured 
and buriesqued all over England? Is it 
Swinburne, with his elegani obscenity? Or 
is it that latest production of English litera- 
ture, Oscar Wilde, who has recently been 
over here to teach Western barbarians the 
poetical amenities of life and true taste in 
art, and has left behind him a not very agree- 
able odor? Grant the excellence of , their 
older poets of days gone by, who are their

rians, their novelists, 

Who is to follow Carlyle., whose excellence 
they never comprenended until it was 
pointed out to them by an American, or 
Macaulay, or Dickens, or Thackeray? True, 
they are giving us Wilde’s drivel, Swin- 


byrne’s superficial prattle, Dobson’s society. 


chatter, *“ Pinafore.” and aswarm of lean, 
lank, limp mantel-supporters of esthetic nat- 
ures and weak legs, but where are their true 
men and women in literature? Where are 
their poets and prophets? As against such 
poets as are now writing in England, give 
us the refinement, the purity, the lofty hu- 
manity, the domestic affection of such men 
as Longfellow, Whittier, Holmes, and Low- 
ell. They may be commonplace in the G 


zette’s esteem, but they are clean. They 


may not be able to write such cantos as 
Byron did, but they make the world better 
by having been in it. 


THERE have been several exposures re- 
cently of the ways that are dark and tricks 
that are not vain” on the Board of Trade 
and its dependencies, offshoots, and excres- 
cences. Someof these revelations have come 
from the courts and others from the com- 


plaints of vietims. They are onlpiseful as 


warnings. The common lesson they teach is 
that people wh@ are engaged in business 
either for themselves or as trusted employés 
for others should avoid speculative opera- 
tions on the Board of Trade or in the 
“bucket-shops” just as much as selif-re- 
specting people avoid the faro-banks and 
pool-rooms. The case is stated thus bluntly, 
not for the. purpose of putting the Board of 
Trade upon the same level as the common 
gambling places, but in order to impress upon 
“outsiders” that the result of speculation 
in the one case is apt to be precisely the same 
— “only more so’’—as gambling in the other 
case, and in neither case is the victim likely 
to secure either restitution or sympathy for 
his folly. 
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Michael Davitt. 

Michael Davitt is now paying the penalty 
of dis prominence im Irish affairs, the penalty 
which every Lrishman of any prominence, from 
Swift to Parnell, has had to pay. One has only 
to read a biography of O Connell, Grattan—in 
fact, any book deating with Irish affairs—and 
Aud to his disgust that every Irishman who 
earnestly strove to do anything to improve the 
condition of his people, to remove some of their 
shackles, to place them on a better footing, bas 
been the subject of misrepresentation, denun- 
ciation, and outrageous personal vilification. 
Some of these men were driven from their pur- 
pose by this system, others to despair, and it is 
said of Grattan that he might have lived tea 
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| years jonger but for the brutal and vicious at- 


tacks made on him by Flood. It may be that it 
has been the same with regard to leaders of 
Other pations. The Übelous attach on the 
memory of the late President Garfield would in- 
dicate that Americans are not entirely free 
trom the vices which have been such a scandal 
among Irishmen. It is certain, however, that no 
country bas suffered so much from these sins as 
lreland. 

And what has been Mr. Davitt's fault? A few 
weeks ago one of the Irish organs informed us 
that he advocated a policy which, if it was prop- 
erly represented by the organ in question, was 
little better than Communism. THe TRIBUNE 
commented on it, as outlined by the organ iu 
question, at the time, and condemned it. It now 
appears that Mr. Davitt never used the lan- 
guage which the Irish organ put into his mouth; 
it appears that he never repudiated the author- 
ity of Mr. Farnell as the bead of the organiza- 
tion which be (Davitt) founded; that, in fact, he 
pledged bis loyalty to Mr. Parnell in unstinted 
terms: that he was willing to subordinate his 
own opinion and ideagto Mr. Paruell for the 
common good of his countrymen. He acted un- 
selfishly, and in a spirit ot sacrifice. He may 
have acted unwisely ig putting forward apy 
program, or plan, or pobey of his own, but in 
putting it forward he was careful to say it was 
his own, and that be would not permit it to stand 
in the way of success, and that he would with- 
draw it if Mr. Parnell wished bim to do 60. 
This, in effect, is the substance of the intro- 
ductory portion of his Liverpool speech as we 
find it in the London Times. 

But it appears that Mr. Davitt's land-national- 
ization scheme was the least of his offenses. 
His greatest offense was bis great popularity 
with the Irish people and his undoubted infiu- 
ence with Mr. Parnell. There are n Ireland a 
very large number of persons—and there are 
some in America—who would like to be as pop- 
ular at least as Mr. Davitt, and who would like 
to bave muoh more influence than he bas with 
Mr. Parnell. These people have been filled with 
jealousy of Davitt; they will not forgive him 
for bis prominence, bis popularity, or his influ- 
ence; beace the mud-throwing to which he was 
subjected. ’ 

It is to be regretted that Mr. Davitt should 
have indulged in controveray. His explanation 
of bis course in New York was all-suflicient for 
Irishmen and for those Americans who take 
enough interest in Irish matters to watch the 
course of events. The reception which he bus 
bad might have shown bim that little heed was 
paid to the unjust criticisms, and that bis self- 
sacrifice, his sufferings for his country, and his 


‘geal in behalf of his countrymen bave been 


fully appreciated. 

Davitt has boroe his sufferings uncom plaining- 
ly. He has mes ge from an Englisb prison bear- 
ing, as be say§’, no malice toward the English 
people, boping to “conquer hate by justice.“ 
He will be in Chicago next Wednesday, and will 
address his countrywen on the Irish question. 
It is certain that bis reception will be hearty and 
euthusiastic, an outspoken expression of belief 
in his honesty of purpose, and an indorsement 
of his loyalty to his leader. 


Tue American Consul at Marseilles offers 
some informatiqn as to the cost of living in 
Southern Fravce. In the first place, be says, 
the general impression that the cost of living is 
quite moderate and rather under tban over 
what it is in avérage communities tn the United 
States, is quite mistaken; on the contrary, al- 
though sundry delicacies (such as fruits and 
wines) are cheaper than im America, nearly 
all necessaries of life are dearer. As examples 
he quotes: 

Fiour, #6 to $7 per 100 pounds: beef, 2 to 40 
cents; pork, 22 tu 26; mutton, 2% to 3); bam and 
butter, 40 to 50; poultry, 26 to 40; potatoes, 70 
cents to $1 per bushel. Wood, not of the best 
quality, is $00 to $40 per cord; soft coal (a poor 
Article), $8 per tou; charcoal, §1.20 
pounds; cost of maintaining a plain tabie for 
tive, with two servants, about $3uday. Rent is 
“rather reusvunabie,’ a house of seven 
and eight rooms (and servants’ rooms) rating 
at $350 to $400, and at $500 to $60), rather 
sparsely furmebed,”’ with flats about one-fourta 
less. Living expenses of a family of five, * living 
plainly, but comfortably, exclusive of carriage, 
coacbinan, aud all extras, such as schools, 
umusements, gratuities to servants,” ete., are 
estimated ut 0 for rent, 81.100 for table, 8189 
for servants, $150 for wood, coal, and light; 
total. 81.8. dervunts'“ wages are comparutlve- 
ly low, ranging from $6 to $7 a month tor maids 
und 7 to g for cooks; but cooks expect to do 
nothing outside of the kitchen; maids of all 
work are rarely found, and thus a second servy- 
aot is necessary; Washing and ironing are also 
never dove in the house, and involve $8 to $10 
a month extra. Clothing is cheaper than in the 
United States, especially that for gentiewen; 
boots and shoes and gloves are quite cheap; but 
ladies’ goods, silks and velvets excepted, are as 
much us bere. In Marseilles tirst-ciass hotels 
ure rather averse to taking regular boarders; 
these of u lower class are wot desirable places, 
and good boarding -houses are Bard to find, al- 
though they may be found in other places along 
the const, at prices always high us compared 
with this country. Asa bit of encouragement 
however, it is mentioned that lessons m lau - 
unges, Music, or drawing can be had at low 
percent, aud 1 in the schools is 
quite low, an “school pri 
reasonable. * et e

Tue menfolrs of Lucien Bonaparte, second 
brother of the great Bonaparte, have recently 
been published. Lucien, it appears, extended 
his dislike of his brother, the Emperor, to the 
Emperor's first wife, Josephine. In 17% Lucien 
was witness of the beginning of the intimapy of 
Napoleon and his future bride, whom he de- 
scribes as having little, very little intelligence; 
no beauty whatever, but certain creole souvenirs 
in the suppie undulations of ber form; rather 
below the nedium stature: a face without nat- 
ural freshnese, but which by candlelight was 
sufficiently remedied by the arts of the toilet.“ 
In one chapter Lucien records a curious conver- 
sation, in the course of which the Corsican 
patriot, Paoli, spoke of America and its future, 
a subject which occupied much of his attention. 
Franklin,“ said Paoli to Lucien, has several 
times told me that he and the other founders of 
the American Republic, and particularly Wash- 
ington himself. if he had really believed himself 
authorized to do so, would have preferred the 
monarchical constitutional government of the 
English, with some reforms, rather than the 
republican government; but the mass of the 
Nation, so to speak, forced our hand (an expres- 
sion of Franklin) less out of love for the Repub- 
lic than out of batred for Begiand.” 


A spopy of nearly 14,000 teachers in the 
public elementary schools in England are pro- 
testing vigorously against the overpressure on 
scholars and teachers under the education 
code. It is stated that inspectors, school man- 
agers, and scbool boards attach so much im- 
portance to the mere percentage of passes in 
the annual examinations, and seem so incapa- 
ble of takine into account the higher results 
of moral and intellectual training, or the qual 
ity of the passes, that teachers are compelled 
against their wish to adopt a cramming sys- 
tem and to bring undue pressure upon dul 
and weak children, in order to keep up the 
reputation of the schools, and to maintain 
their professional position. The teachers at- 
tribute this to the fact that, practically, the 
code is based on the principle that ali chil- 
dren can progress at the same rate, and that 
its provisions endanger the so-called results 
if such children are educated naturally.

LOUISIANA has recently received a mag- 
nificent gift all the way from New Jersey. Paui 
Tulane, a resident of Princeton, in the latter 
State, who possesses a property in New Orleans 
valued at $00,000, has donated to it the whole of 
the property tor educational purposes. In his 
letter conveyiug the gift Mr. Tulane says: 


By the term education, I mean to foster such 
a course of intellectual development as shall be 
useful and of solid worth, and not be merely 
ornamental or superficial. I mean you ould 
udopt the course which, a’ wise and good men, 
would Commend itseif to you, as being condu- 
cive to immediate practical bevefit, rather than 
theoretical possible advantage. I wish you to 
establish or foster institutions of a higher grade 
of learning, where the young persons to be 
bevetited sball, upon due examination, be 
found competent and qualified for admission, 
both by age and previous trainimg, to receive 
the benetits of a more advanced degreeof edu- 
cational culture. 


A PHOTOGRAPH of a unique character was 
taken on Sunday, June 4, at the Marble Palace 
at Potsdam. The principal figures in it are the 
Emperor William, the Crown-Prince, Prince 
William, and the infant Prince, yet unenristened. 
whom the imperial great-grandfather proudly 
bore in his arms. The photograph thus presents 
the first four generations of the new imperial 
house of Germany iu a single living group. The 
christening took place on Sunday, the llth—the 
Emperor of Austria being represented by the 
Crown-Prince Rudoiph, the Czar by the Grand- 
Duke Sergius, and the King of Italy by the Duc 
a’ Aosta. Prince Bismarck was excused attend- 
ance at the baptism, as the Court ceremonies 
which foliowed it were of a rather fatiguing 
character, and, cheerful as the Chancellor is 
now that his neuraigia and gout are gone, his 
bealth is, it is stated, anything but strong.

CATTLE-PLAGUE. 


The Stock- Dealers at Baltimore Un- 
willing to Taik About the Terribie 
Disease. 

Special Disvatch to The Chicage Tribu:ne. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Juue 24.—The recent report 
of the United States Treasury Cattle Commis- 
sion regarding the discovery of a number of 
cases of pleuro- pneumonia among cattle in Balti- 
more County and the drove-yards near this city 
bas caused a scare among the cattie-dealers, 
and is seriousiy affecting the trade. It is now 
reported that seven or eight more cases of the 

Viruient disease have been discovered on farms 

in Baltimore County, besides those found by the 

commission at the place of Ohristopher Slade, 

Woite Hall. Altbough Gov. Hamilton 

and the State healtn authorities bave 

been notified to take immediute steps toward 

Stamping out the disease, nothing definit bas 

yet been done, although a thorough iavestiga- 

tion will probably be iaade next week, and all 
cattie found suffering with the disease will be 
quarantined. One of the Health Officers stated 
today that the disease was not halt so bad as the 
newspapers were representing it, and ope of the 
principal cattle-dealers declared that with the 
exception of the one bull-calf. supposed to have 
bad the disease, which was shipped West, he did 
not believe that there had been another 
case taken out of Maryland. lt is 
also very doubtfal whether that calf 
bad the disease, although Commissioner San- 
ders, of Chicawo, started out West to nad him. 

A Baltimore County paysician says be believes 

there are now about halt a dozen cases of 

pieuro-pneumonia in that section, and the 
farmers are taking every precaution to prevent 

u spread of the infection. The cattié-dealers 

will talk very little aoout the matter, but deciare 

that the stock-yards are now free from any of 
the diseased cattle, and that, to their knowledge. 
none bave been shipped away.

Over Which Akron People Have Been 
Fightiug, Cut and Wiped Out by an 


Indiguanut Crowd. 
Cleveland Leader, 

Akron, O., June 23.—The long and bitter war 
between the citizens of Akron and the Akron 
Hydraulic Company culminated last night io 
the destruction of a dam on the mili-race, 
claimed by the hydraulic company. The 
hydraulic company was indicted for main- 
taining a nuisance, and at the pre t term 
of court the case was tried but voy ot dis- 
agreed. The company claim to own the race 
through the main street in the heart of the city. 
Filth and decayed vegetable matter have accu- 
mulated in the race until it bas become an in- 
tolerable nuisance and detrimental to bealth. 
The people stood it as long as they could, and 
lastnight took the lav in their own bands. This 
morning the community were thrown into a 
state of excitement by the rumor that the 
Main street ditch’ was cut. A reporter vis- 
ited the Sixth Ward and learned the following: 
This morning about | o'clock there appeared, 
spontaneously, as it were, about 1W men, 
with many teams, plows, and scrapers, who at 
once set to work pulling out the dam across 
the Little Cuyahowa Kiver at the point where 
the water was turned iuto the mill-race. After 
this dam had been removed the mill-race was 
filled up with timbers, broken sewer-pipe, and 
earth for a distance of ubout fifty feet. The 
portion of the ditch filled up is through land 
owned by the Akron Strawboard Company, Mid- 
diebury Coal Company, Malleabie Iron Compa- 
ny, and Smith Brotners, farmers. The ques- 
tion, * Who did this work?” was enigmatically 
anewered: “The crowd was composed of ail 
shades and nationalitics; some were from Texas, 
others from Arizona, and a few were imported 
from forelgu countries tor the occasion.“ 

The dam that was this morning removed is 
the same structure for maintaining which. and 
thereby creating a nuisance, the Hydraulic 
Company was recently indicted by the grand 
jury. The Middiebury Coal Company bas also 
started proceedings against the Akron Hydrau- 
lic Company for waintaining this dam, to the 
detriment of the coal company’s land at this 
point. The dam baving been removed, as it was 
this moroing, the waters of the Little Cuyaboga 
now flow continuously in that stream without 
obstruction, while the Main street ditch bas no 
feeder, and consequently is useless fron: its 
eastern end to the Mill street terminus. Tous 
the mills are without the water privilege hereto- 
fore enjoyed by them by reason of this ‘race. 
The mili men claim great damage by suspension 
of the race, and no doubt a bitter fight will be 
wade for the maintenance of what bas for 80 
long aterm of years been their great privilege, 
although for a number of years past these miils 
ha ve not wholly depended upon the water, but 
have been supplied yom steam power. As pear 
as could be learned from the frequent and un- 
guarded remarks itappears that the work of 
filling in was done by a party of indiguant citi- 
zens who, it was claimed, had become tired of 
what they called the bluff game that was being 
played by the Hydraulic Company, and whv 
were fully satisfied that the Hydraulic Company 
bad no right to maintain the race, but, on the 
contrary, transcended their rights by diverting 
the stream contrary to the terms of the deed 
upon which they claimed their rights and titles. 
mit was feared that the Hydrau‘ic Company 
would endeavor to replace the dam, and to 
prevent this the Hydrautic Company, its offi- 
vers, employés,and individual members were 
debarred from proceeding by a restraining or- 
der issued by Judge Tibbals, on application of 
the Akron Strawboard Company and J. F. Sei- 
berling of that company. The order was al- 
lowed without notice, upon the sworn state- 
ment of Mr. Sciberling and the representation 
of counsel that a collision between the employés 
of the Hydraulic Company on the one hand and 
those of the strawboard works on the other was 
imminent at the hour the order was asked for. 
Hearing on the merits of the case was set for 
next Tuesday.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE FEARS OF A RISING IN IRELAND. 
Svecial Cabie. 

Lonpon, June 4%.—Smaliley’s special says: 
The attempts to discreait the police informa- 
tion of preparations for an Irish rising do 
not shake the beliefof the authorities that a 
serious attempt to seize Dublin has been 
projected. The instructions to the. military 
and police which were issued and betrayed 
last week have not been disowned or re- 
called. The Irish Executive believes that 
large supplies of arms have been imported 
into Ireland, and that Clerkenwell is only 
one of several depots. All might have been 
discovered had the police been less precipi- 
tate.

is a great deal talked of in Paris this week.

Balzac her daughter and heiress, the 
Comtesse de Muizck, was through her own 
reckless extravagance left in very depressed 
circumstances. Hardly had Mme. Balzac, 
indeed, been buried when all she 
left behind her was seized by the 
creditors. Among other things taken sum- 
mary possession of were two large boxes 
of unpublished manuscripts. Part of these 
were subsequently restored, but in the con- 
fusion that followed Mme. Balzac’s death 


most of them mysteriously disappeared and 


the remainder were, by the express order of 
Mme. de Muizck, destroyed. A great out- 
cry has been raised by some of the great nov- 
elist’s admirers over what they call this act 
of vandalism, but it might be argued that in 
burning the papers Mme. de Muizck was 
more faithful to Balzac’s memory than those 
who hastily condemn her. 
LOUTERIES. 

Unwarned by the lesson of last year’s ter- 
rible panic, which unquestionably wasin a 
great measure due to the demoralizing in- 
fluence of lottery-gambling, the Government 
is again pandering to public weakness, 
authorizing lotteries in all directions. The 
fands for the new Museum of Decorative 
Art are, as you know, to be raised by a State 
lottery ot 14,000,000 francs. It is proposed to 
raise 10,000,000 francs for the. relief of 
the Alexandria refugees by lottery, 
and the Town of Lille has now 
issued an impudent prospectus of another 
lottery, in which 600,000 francs only will 
be offered as prizes, while the number of 
one-frane tickets put on the same will be 
no less than 5,000,000 frances. The most 
curious part of the thing is that they will all 
find buyers.

Auguste Francois Biard, the eminent 
French painter, died today. He was born at 
Lyons June 27, 1800. After studying in the 
Academy of Fine Arts of his native place he 
visited Spain, Greece, Syria, and Egypt, and 
his sketches rapidly found their way into 
public collections and private residences. His 
„Arabian Overtaken by the Simoom in the 
Desert,” exhibited at Paris in 1833, was fol- 
lowed by the “Odalisque of Smyrna.” M. 
Biard was, however, more successful in the 
delineation of comic and burlesque group- 
ings, which, always taken from lite. 
made him the favorit of his mirth- 
loving countrymen. Among these are 
“The Sequel to a Masquerade,” “A 
Skirmish of Masquers with the Police,“ 
and The Family Concert,” a diverting 
satire upon wonderful children. His power 
extended to the delineation of grim subjects, 
such as his Slave- Market on the Gold 
Coast of Africa.“ His love of travel led him 
to visit Russia, Norway, Lapland, Greenland, 
and Spitzbergen, whither he was accompa- 
nied by his wife, and he produced a number 
ot sketches and studies of nature in these 
regions. His most celebrated picture of this 
period is the Combat with Polar Bears.“ 
In 1857 he exhibited The Bombardment of 
Bomarsund“ and A Ball on Board an En- 
giish Corvet.” This artist obtained two 
medals of the second class in 188 and 1548 
respectively, one of the first class in 1836, and 
the Order of Merit” in 1838. Many of his 
pictures have been engraved.

ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS, METROPOLITAN OF 
MOSCOW. 
New York Herald. 

A cable dispatch from Moscow announces 
the sudden death of Archbishop Makarios, 
Metropolitan of Moseow. He was one of the 
most learned and distinguished of Russian 
ecclesiastics. Of humble parentage, by study 
and application he rose step by step to the 
exalted position he occupied at the time of 
his death. He was born on the Ist of Octo- 
ber, 1816, in the little Village of Sourkoff, in 
the Government of Koursk. IIIs father, 
Peter Boulgakoff, was the priest of 
the hamlet, and he called his son 
Michael. Heliodorus, Bishop of Koursk, 
interested himself in the education 


of the lad. He sent him to the dio 
cesan seminary at Koursk, and in 1837 he 
graduated and became a student at the Ec- 
clesiastical Academy of Kief. In the last 
year of his course he took monastic vows, 
preferring the life of a celibate, and entered 
holy orders. He threw off the mundane 
name of Michael Boulgakoff, and was given 
the more spiritual appellation of Makarios— 
the blessed. Soon after he took the bach- 
elor’s degree in Russian Church and civil 
history. Assisting the Professor of History 
in the University of Kief, his efficiency asa 
teacher was soon remarked, and he was, 
July 12, 1842, made a Bachelor of Sacred 
Theology and transferred to the Ecciesias- 
tical Academy at St. Petersburg. ‘The same 
year he was made Inspector of that academy, 
and the year following, for his special at- 
tainments in and zeal for theological stud- 
ies, the Holy Synod nominated him to be an 
Extraordinary Professor of Theology. His 
distinguished services attracted the special 
attention of the Czar andof theecclesiastical 
authorities, and December, 1850, he was made 
RECTOR OF Sr. PETERSBURG ECCLESIASTI- 
CAL ACADEMY. 
The following month he was consecrated to 
the Episcopal office as Vicar-Bishop to the 
Bishop of Pedolia, with the title of bishop of 
Vinnitza. He remained, however, at the 
head of the academy until, in 1857, he became 
Bishop of Tampoff, In 1859 he was trans- 
ferred to the see of Kharkoff, which see in 
1862 was made archiepiscopal. In 1868 he 
became Archbishop of Lithuania and Vilna, 
In 1878 he succeeded Innocent as Metropoli- 
tan of Moscow. He was the author of a 
number of learned and valuable works. The 
first of these was his “ History of the Acad- 
emy of Kief,” published in 1843. In 1846 ap- 
peared his“ History of Christianity iu Rus- 
sia Up to the Times of St. Viadimir.” ‘The 
next year this was followed by his “Sketch 
of the History of the Russian Chureh Before 
the Tartar Invasion“; the same year also ap- 
peared his“ Introduction to Orthodox Theol- 
ogy.“ which won for him his Doctor's degree. 
In 1852 was published his “ Orthodox Dog- 
matic Theology.” In 1856 he brought out 
his History of the Dissenting Sect Known 
as Old Believers,” and in the following year 
appeared the first volume of his “ History of 


the Russian Church,” the tenth volume of. 


which was completed only recently. He was 
a member of all the 2 learned and 
scientific societies of Russia. Though he 
was a man of great culture he was illiberal, 
dogmatic, and conservative. With all his 
might he protested against the emancipation 
of the serfs, glorying in government by des- 
potism. His policy in regard to Nihilism 
was to fight it with fire and sword. ‘To the 
late and the present Czar he frequently ren- 
dered himself obnoxious, not hesitating to 
reproach them for their cowardice iu their 
failure to crush and cut off the heads of the 
Nihilistie conspiracy. His life was threat- 
ened often and, as itis related, attempted 
more than once by the terrorists.

“IT IS THE CAT.” 


History of Catse—How They Migrated 
from Egypt Through Syria, and Rome 
to Europe, and Thence to America, 

London Saturday Keview.

But as age draws on we begia 
to see redeeming features in the quiet, un- 
demonstrative cat. We admire the sagacity 
with which it passes a double life—a sleek do- 
mestic favorit ali day, a wild animal of un- 
bridied impulse in the darkness of night. 
If the cat is not a robustious an- 
mal like the Newfoundland or bull-ter- 
rier, it is not an unaffected one. It 
does not wag its tail at every chance comer, but 
purrs only when ithas good reason to be pleased. 
The undemonstrative cat takes a human inter- 
est in her own comfort, disturbs no ope (except 
occasionally at night), and really deserves pro- 
tection from the worse than Buigarian atroci- 
ties of flends iu the shape of boys. This anti- 
mal, so essentially hypocritical and civilized, has 
a history anda folk-lore of her own, which we 
now propase to examine. 

In the new number of the Gentleman's Maga- 
zine Mr. Thistleton Dyer teils us a few things 
about the history and folk-lore of the harmless. 
persecuted cat. He remarks that the chariot of 
the Goddess Freya, the Teutonic Venus,“ was 
drawn by cats, and for his authority he refers 


us to Kelly's “ Indo-European Folk-Lore.“ But 
this does not advance us much, as we wish to 
know whence Keily derived his information. 
But be who asks for first-band references is born 
to be disappoluted. It is not easy to see how Fre- 
ya's car came to bedrawn by cats, it cats were not 
introduced into Europe till the Middle Ages, by 
which time Freya bad ceased to be adored. 
Probably Freya's were the tall, brindled wild 
cats which thirty years were common enougu 
in the West Highiands. This wild cat, M. Lenor- 
mant says, was bunted and even eaten (we re- 
gret to lea by the dweilers in the Swiss iake- 
cities ia the of stone. M. Lenormant is con- 
vinced that bot Egypt, but Africa further south, 
is the cradle of the cat as a domesticated animal. 
The Egyptian wild-fowl bunter in the monu 

ments takes his cat with him in his boat, and the 
cat acted asa retriever. Cats, asa rule, dislike 


cold water, but they are fond of tish, and there 


used to be a cat in a millon the Yarrow or Et- 
trick (we forget which) which would 
dive after trout and seize them even in 
deep pools. This cat did not illustrate 
tne Latin proverb, “Catus amat pisces 
sed aquas intrare recusat.”” The Egyptian cat's 
fondness for birds doubtless enabled bim to 
overcome his aversion to wetting his feet. All 
the world knows — Herodotus how the 
Egyptians worshiped the cat, though, indeed, 
there was scarcely any animal which some of 
them did not ignorantiy worship. The remarks 
of Herodotus about the personal habits of the 
cat seem to prove almost to demonstration that 
the domesticated animal was no more known in 
Greece in bis time than in the country where 
Dick Whittungton introduced it. Ona this topic, 
some years ayo, Mr. Mahaffey entered into con- 
troversy; Mr. Mahaffey believing in Greek cats, 
while Mr. A. 8. Murray was skeptical about their 
existence. If any Egyptian voluntarily slew a sa- 
cred animai, death was his puvistment; and 
Diedorus tells us that a Roman soldter who had 
accidentaily killed a cat scarcely escaped the 
fury of the people. Yet the Egyptians had 
probably a still higher respect fordugs. When 
u cat died in a bouse the people shaved their 
eyebrows; but when a dog died they shaved the 
whole head and all the body. ad cats were 
embalmed and buried in the City of Bubastis, 
the sacred City of Bast. or Pasht, the divine cat. 
M. Lenormant finds that the Egyptians still re- 
spect cats, and in Cairo serve up a copious ban- 
quet every day to the cats of each quarter “in 
the court of the house the Cadi.“ In one of 
the picture gaileries ‘was lately exhibited a 
study of cats on a pilgrimage in Egypt; they 
bad a camel all to themseires, under the direc- 
tion of an old pilgrim, and were perched most 
comfortably on the animal's shoulders. 

Ine cat, like so many other animals, played a 
consideruble part in Egyptian religion. But, if 
M. Lenormant ts right, cat-worsbip is compara- 
tively late in Egypt. He unds no trace of the 
animal among all the many moouments of the 
ancient Empire. Under those early dynasties 
the cat-goddess, Bast or Pasht, was a lionness- 
goddess. Not till the Twelfth dynasty, and the 
conquests in le pays de Kousch, does the cat 
come to the front in Egypt. We may therefore 
revard the cat as a Cushite animal, derived from 
the felis maniculatna, found wild in Upper Nubia 
and the Soudan. Our cat, on the other hand, is 
thought to be descended from the felis catus, 
the wild cat which guve a name to Clan Obattan, 
and to the Duchess of Sutheriand a Guelic title, 
said tu man The Great Lady of the Cat. The 
Spanish cat is regarded as a bybrid, dating from 
the Arab invasions. 

The late introduction of domesticated cats 
among Semitic peoples seems to be proved by 
the absence of cats in the Bible. We do not re- 
member a single mention of cats in Holy Writ. 
Tne Assyriaus and the Babylonfans are said to 
have been equally iguorant of this charming 
animal. There appeur to be no Greek or Roman 
pictures or other representations of the mau, or 
‘*mew-cat,” of the Egyptians. Perhaps one ex- 
ception should be made; for M. Longperier has 
encountered a cat ou a Tarantine. coin, struck 
shortly before the wars of Pyrrhus. Another 
archreologist mentions a Roman ‘tombstone, 
that of Caipurnia Felicula (pussy) on which a 
cat was engraved; but the monument is lost, 
and its date was post-Christiau. Orelli thinks 
that felicula little cat or kitten) is a late 
name for women. The Byzantine writers, in 
the latest days of Greece, are thought to have 
been the first who gave the name gale to the 
modern cat. The Greek gale was a polecat, 
or foumart; though there was an old fable of a 
cat chbaoyed into a woman, which seems more 
—— interpreted of the modern cat. The 
names Of the cat in European languages are 
interesting. M. Pictet, the author of Les Ori- 
Eines Indo-Europeennes,“ thinks that none of 
our names for puss beiong to the old Aryan 
tongue. The Romans—who rather late in the 
day were the Whittimgton’s of antiquity and in- 
troducers of the cat—culied the animal catus. 
The adjective catus means, in a bad sense, ely, 
cuoning, artful,-crafty.”’ But M. Pictet was not 
80 easily satisued; he derived the late Roman 
catus from the Syriac gato and the Arabic qitt 
(kitten). Nor even bere did he stop in his im- 
petuous course. Qato and gitt, it seems, are not 
originally Semitic, but African words, as in the 
Nubian kadiska. The Egyptians, as we have 
seen. gave the catacpnildish name; as infants 
call the eow ** moo,” they called the cta mau, an 
imitation of ite plaintive cry. The history of 
cats, the u. is derived from countries bordering 
on the Upper Nile, whence the beast came to

All the Police Called to the 
Freight-Yards, and More 
Guards Wanted. 


A Loss of About a Million Dollars 
Entailed by the Strike 
So Far. 


Hubbell Gets a Prompt Answer to His 
Letier to George William 
Curtis. 


THE GREAT STRIKE. 
BUSINESS STOPPED. 

New Foxx, June %4.—With the exception of 
the New Jersey Central, the Starins Transporta- 
tion Line, and the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western Railroad, business at the different de- 
pots along the river front is comparatively ata 
standstill today. The St. John’s Park depot is 
ali but closed, there being but five Italians at 
work there, and in the streets leading to it but a 
small number of trunks in comparison with the 
vast number of a day or two ago. At all the 
piers, with the exception of those mentioned, 
but about half the number of green hands here- 
tofore at work reported this morning, and as the 
result 

NO FREIGHT IS BEING RECEIVED 
of any consequetice. The merchants seem to 
have given up all hope of the shipment of their 
goods until the strike is ended, as very few 
trucks arein waiting along the river-front to 
discharge freight. The general impression pro- 
vails now that the corporations intend to main- 
tain the present situation of affairs until next 
month, when freight charges are to be advanced. 
Scarcely any strikers are to be seen today in the 
vicinity of their former piaces of employment. 
They are still orderly, and this has resulted in 
gaining them much sympathy. The strong de- 
tail of police has nothing whatever to do. 

THE MAIN BODY OF THE STRIKERS, 
numbering over 1,000, went over to the yard of 
the Ceutral Kailroad of New Jersey, and at once 
took possession of the piace. The police were 
telegraphed for, and a squad of eighty men were 
sent ou a small steamer from the Evie yard to 
the Central ferry, at Communipaw. In the 
mean time about 200 strikers bad gone to the 
sugar-house at the foot of Washington street, 
and compeiled the men to stop loading the cars 
of the Erie Company, which had beer brought 
around on floats. Calls for police protection are 
pouring into headquarters from all directions. 
The Pennsylvania Kailrosd Company will swear 
in JOU special policemen this afternoon. 

TWELVE MILES OF CARS, 
laden with material, of which a large proportion 
is perisbable, are stalled on Jersey meadows. 
Hundreds of tubs of butter and lard are melting 
into oil at the freight depots, and the raiiroad 
companies, under the law which defines the 
obligations of common carriers, who undertake 
to deliver sately goods consigned to them will 
probably be required to make good the damage. 

It is rumored the locomotive engineers sent a 
delegution to the beadquarters of the brother- 
hood at Cleveland, O., asking for iastructions. 
It is also said the engineers and tiremen will 
quit work when the result of the present strike 
is seen. 

THE SWITCIIMEN AND BRAKEMEN 
employed in the yard of the Central Railroad 
today joined the strikers, b ing the entire 
freight traffic to astandstill. It is expected the 
military will be called out, as the police are 
about exhausted, 

The delay to the shipping interests is causing 
a loss from $150,000 to $200,000 every day to busi- 
ness men in this city. The merchants of this 
city have certainly sustained a loss of $1,250,000 
since the strike began, besides the permanent 

oss of customers due to the transfer of trade to 
other cities. 

THE BOARD OF TRADE 
has passed resoludons deciaring that the ad- 
vance asked by the freignt-bandiers should be 
granted, and protesting against the sweeping 
advance in west-bouod freight rates recently 
announced by the trunk lines. 

PROMISED AN INCREASE OF WAGES. 

The switchmen employed on the New York 
Central & Hudson River Railroad, who asked for 
an increase of $5. had the request complied 
with. The increase goes into effect on the lst 
of July. 

A LARGE BODY OF STRIKERS 

left St. Michael's Institute in Jersey City this 
morning, and started down Pavonia avenue for 
the yards of the New York, Lake Erie & West- 
ern Railway Company. After going a short dis- 
tance they were met by two strikers, who in- 
formed them that the police were in full force 
at the yards. The main body then entered the 
yards of the Pennsyivania Company. All the 
men working there left work aad fell into 
line. The brakemen on the freight-trains 
jumped off the cars, and either joined the ranks 
of the strikers or went home. A construction 
train was stopped by the strikers, and the en- 
gineer and fireman told they must quit work. 
Superintendent Pettit, of the New York Divi- 
sion, at once telephoned police headquarters for 
assistance. A detail of police was sent, but the 
strikers had left before the force arrived. 

The freight-handiers at Pier . North River, 
struck, refusing to handle freight for the Hud- 
son Kiver & Western Railroad managers, which 
is alleged to be trying to ship by Eastern lines. 

LAST NIGHT. 

In Jersey City a conference between the rail- 
road officials and municipal authorities was held 
tonight at the office of Superintendent Jacksun, 
of tne Peonsyivania Kailroad. Alter along de- 
bate the Police Commissioners resulved tohave 
a large number of special police swore in for 
the protecuon of the various railroads at the 
expense of the companies. No action was taken 
as to the demands of the strikers. The Sneriff 
of Hudson County today visited Gov. Ludlow at 
Trenton, and informed him of the state of 
affairs. The Govornor said he was prepared to 
act upon the first intimation that the military 
were needed. The Sherif returned to Jersey 
City and made arrangements to swear in 100 
special deputies. Work is entirely suspended in 
the freight yards, and the strikers have as u gen- 
eral rule dispersed.

THE ABBOTT PAPYRUS. 


Anelent Tomb Robbers of Thebes. 
Harper's Magazine for July. 

The “ Abbott Papyrus” is the original draft of 
a report drawn up by the Commandant of Police 
and other functionaries in the sixteenth year of 
Rameses IX. of the XXth Dynasty. It contains 
the minutes of an inquiry into certain sacrile- 
gious robberies which had then lately taken piace 
in the august necropolis in the west quarter of 
Thebes.” The inquiry extends over four days 
the 18th, 19th, 20th, and 2ist of the month Athyr 
in the course of which the Commissioners vis- 
ited the tombs of various Pharaohs of the X Ith, 
Alith, XVilth, and XVilith Dynasties, the 
tomb of King Rasekenen (No. 5. the 
tomb of Amwennotep L (No © dem 
among that number. Some they found intact, 
including these two; others betrayed marks of 
violence outside. but were intact within; but 
the tomo of King Sevek-em-Saf and of Queen 
Nubkhas, his wite XIith Dyuasty) and a great 
number of tombs aud memorial chapets of pri- 
vate persons, were discovered to have been 
broken and robbed. The sepuichre of Sevek- 
em-Sef was cleared of mummies, jewels, and 
all its contents; but as regards tne private 
tombs it was found that the thieves bad torn 
their occupants from their coffins and mummy- 
causes, and had cast them in the dust, and had 
stolen their funerary furniture which had been 
placed with them, as also the gold and silver and 
the ornaments which were with them in their 


cotfins.”’ 

The “ Amberst Papyrus,” of which the begin- 
ning and end are lost. contains the deposition of 
ove of the criminals, whieh would appear to 
have been taken down in writing by a scribe in 
attendance upon the Governor of Thebes. It 
bears date the 10th day of Athyr, I. e., che so- 
ond day of the otficiai visitation recorded in the 
“Abbott Papyrus.” The confession of the rob- 
ber, tellmg bow he and his companions broke 
into the sepulchre ofKing Sevek-em-Saf,is very 
circumstantial, It was surrounded by mason- 
ry and covered in with rooting-stones. We de- 
molished it, and found them fine King and 
Queen] reposing therein. found the 
auust King with his divine ax 
beside him, and his amulets and 
ornaments of gold about his neck. His head was 
covered with gold, and bis august person was 
eutirely adorned with ld. is coffias were 
overlaid with gold and silver within eno without, 
and ingrusted with all kinds ot precious stones. 
We took the gold which we found upon the 
sacred person of this god, as also bis amulets 
and the ornaments which were about bis neck, 
and the coffins in which bere 


we found upon her in the same manner; and we 
set fire to their mummy cases, and we seized 
upon their furniture, their vases of gold, and 
silver, and bronze, and we divided them among 
ourseives.”’ 

From this and other evidence it is clear that 
the sodlal condition of Thebes had ceased to be 
one of absolute security. We have, indeed, the 
testimony of two very important contemporary 
documents to show that the beginning of the 
Twentieth dynasty was a time of exceeding 
lawiesness, of treason, of rapine, and of relig- 
ious decadence. Rameses III., in his famous 
posthumous address known as “ the Great Har- 
ris Papyrus,“ tells bow, when he ascended the 
throne, “ The Land of Khemi (Egypt) had fallen 
into confusion, every man doimg as be listed. 
For many years there were none who bad com- 
mand over others. The land was under Chiefs 
of provinces, each slaying the other for jeal- 
ousy and ravin. No offeringa were made in the 
tempies. The gods were overthrowo and lay 
upon and ground.” From another papyrus, 
written a few years earlier than the above, 
while meses III. was eit Ur- 
ing, we learn that disaffection was rife 
among the nobles of the land, that treason 
lay in wait for Pharoab within nis own palace 

ates. This document, known as “the Judicial 
“apyrusof Turin,” cootains a mutilated ab- 
struct of criminal proceed mus instituted against 
the icaders of a vast conspiracy which would 
seem to have included moat of the principal dig- 
nitaries of the Royul household, as well as 
numerous priests, scribes, officers in the army, 
and iadies of high rank, all of whom were found 
guilty and condemned to die by their own heuds. 
That Kameses III. succeeded m stamping out 
these and other dangers proves anty the great- 
ness of the man, but not the security of the 
State. All thathe did to prop that tottering

It is not to be expected that the 
President will hold any mere audiences on 
the subject of Guiteau, as the matter is 
closed. Reed has received a letter from, 
GEORGE W. SCOVILLE, IN CHICAGO, 
stating that Mrs. Scoville, with her ——— 
ter Bertha, had gone East, and expressing 
fear that ii all nope for Guiteau had gone 
“she might attempt lives.“ What Mr. Sco- 
ville meant is pot entirely clear, but in “an 
other letter received today, written to a 
friend,the follow occurs: “ We are ex- 
ceedingly anxious about Bertha, and fear 
that Mrs. Scoville will kill both the child 
and herself if her brother is hanged. At 
resent it is impossible for me to leave, but 
will go or send for the child if it seems 
necessary. But it is all-important that 1 
know where they are every day, and that 
some friend is advised of the necessity of 
watching her movewents.

Mr. Crocker, the Warden of the jail, re- 
cently said that he could not as yet tell who 
will be the hangman for Guiteau, and doubts 
whether he can teil at all.

THE MAN WHO PULLS THE ROPE 
that lets the drop fall is probably the one 
proverly designated as the hangman, but six 
or eight of the officers of the jail assist in whe 
execution.

INTERVIEW WITH THE WARDEN. 


A vast amount ofrubbish has been printed 
about Guiteau’s jail-life, most of which was 
utterly without foundation. ‘Theassasin will 
have been under the charge of Warden 
Crocker and his deputies one year, lacking 
two days, on the morning of his execution. 
The jail officials have been for many years 
familiar with all classes of criminals, small 
and great, sane andinsane. They have dealt 
with many murderers, some of whom have 
been hanged and others acquitted. All the 
dodges and tricks played by criminals sham- 
ming insanity are as au oben book to the men 
who, for many years, have had charge of the 
Washington prison. From the Warden down 
to the guards there is not a man of them who 
believes Guiteau to be insane, and this opin- 
ion is the result of their constant association 
with the assasin. 

ON THE CONTRARY, 
they regard him as a person of more than 
usual intelligence, quick-witted, sharp, ready 
to comprehend and master any proposition 
laid before him, and in the full possession of 
every mental faculty. Speaking on tiis 
point today, Warden Crocker said: “Guiteau 
has comprehended his position thor- 
ougly from the start. He has understood the 
scope of every motion made in court or else- 
where in his behalf. He has coolly weighed 
the chances of everything, and always real- 
ized that the odds were against him. Llis in- 
telligence and judgment have spared him 
whattoan ignorant man would have been 
many sna severe disappointments. Ile has 
never builded his hopes above the hight that 
lis good common sense told bim they should

I asked.

about it, of course,“ replied the Warden, 
but no one can tell. Guiteau is a coward, 
and he has shown his cowardice so fre- 
quently that 1 am afraid it will be mani- 
fested on the gallows. At the same time, he 
has intense pride and egotism, and his spirit- 
ual consolation may keep him up at the last 
moment and enable him to meet death 
bravely.”’ 

Guiteau has been reported as growing fat, 
eating heartily, and having a good time gen- 
erally. The reverse of this picture is true. 
During the past month he has lost five 
pounds. Two or three times he has broken 
down completely, not sleeping for two or 
three nights in succession, and eating next 
to nothing. After these fits of depression, 
he would gradually regain his mental equi- 
librium, become more cheerful, eat with a 
good appetite, and sleep soundly. 

HE HAS BEEN SICK BUT ONCE 
since his arrest, and that was last fall, when

ill, but, in every case, the cause of his 
trouble was found to be anxiety and mental 
worry, from which he recovered in the course 
oftime. It is expected that Guiteau will

minute speech. He declared that internal 
taxation is undemocratic. only to be toler- 
ated as a war-measure, and that no necessity 
forthe system exists. It is the duty not 
only of Democrats but of all representatives 
of the people to support a reduction of inter- 
ual taxes, and as soon as possible. their 
entire abolition. He did fear for the tariff, 
he said. It will be impossible to raise the

WasHineton, D. C., June 22.—Senator 
Hampton, from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, today reported favorably a bill for 
the relief of Jessie Benton Fremont, the wife 
of Gen. Fremont. The bill provides that Mrs.

The Catholic Archdiocese in Danger of 
Losing All Its Property to Pay the 
Arehbishop’s Losses as a Bee-Hive 
Banker.

CINCINNATI, O., June 4.—The arguments in 
the Archbishop Purcell case were concluded 
this atternoon, the eighty-fourth day of the 
trial. The point at issue is, whether the church 
property held in trust by Archbishop Purcell is 
liable for his debts. The suit involves nearly 
all the Catholic church property in the arch- 
diocese of Cincinnati, and in the awount of 
work involved and the variety of interests em- 
braced it has rarely had a parallel in American 
courts. The property is located in twenty- 
four counties and over sixty dit- 
ferent cities and villages.

Crooked Umpiring. 

From a dispatch given below it will be seen 
that Dick Higham, by action of the League Di- 
rectors, nas been expelied from the league list 
of umpires for collusion with gamblers in the 
umpiring of games. It has been known for 
some time past that charges of the kind were 
pending against Higham, but no publica- 
tion has been made of it, lest an 
unaeserved injury be inflicted. It 
seems, however, that the Directors found 
the charges fully sustained by the testimony, 
and by a unanimous vote expelled Higham. The 
charges were preferred by Mayor Thompson, 
President of the Detroit Club, as it was in 
Detroit that evidence was obtained through 
copies of telegrams showing that Higham was 
in communication with Eastern gumblers, that 
he indicated prior to each game bow the money 
should be bet, and presumably governed bis de- 
cisions accordingly, and that he is known to 
have received his share of the money 
thus won. Certain grossly unfair decisions 
affecting the score and the result that 
were made by Higham at Detroit, coupled with 
the fact that his past record is not of the best, 
and his associates no better, led toa watch on 
his movements, with the result as stated above.

ART IN CHICAGO: 


Superb Examples of Still-Life Painting 
~Valuable Sketches of Early Chicago 
Scenery. 

Mr. S. M. Brooks, an artist from San Francisco, 
whose vame has become famous as a painter of 
fish, is now staying at the Leland House, in this 
city, and will show to those who visit his room a 
rare and interesting collection of oil paintings, 
comprising about tifty examples of his art, most 
of them still-life pictures of fish, fruit, and 
flowers, not treated in a petty manner or over- 
loaded with accessories, yet painted with such 
cunning skill, such delicate gradations of light 
and shade, such distinction of texture, that they 
seem to stand out in relief and to be not mere 
representations, but the things themselves. A 
large piece showing a vase, opera- lass, casket 
ot jewels, and arose isa marvel of deceptive 
art. A curtain—a woolen rep curtain just assure 
as though you had it in your hands—is the back- 
ground for a lamp. glasses, and handkerchief 
that seem real enough for use; and a Marie 
Antoinette vase studded with jewels, a peari- 
handled knife, and a pineapple on a plate, a 
band of little bronze figures iu strong relief are 
things to simply wonder at. Mr. Brooks has 
also selected different varieties of the luscious 
apples, peaches, and plums of California, and 
presents them to us as ont psd upon the 
trees or upon branches so loaded down that they 
must have broken of theirown weight. If we 
are to see sucf fruit-painting as this very long, 
Mr. Ream had better returu and look to bis iaureis 
or nothing but fruit from the Pacifie coast 
will de good enougb for us. Still more ipterest- 
ing, however, are the s mens of salmon, red 
rock berring, young fish, and various other 
varieties of salt-water ush, their scales glitter- 
ing with ali the iridescent and opalescent lights 
to be seen in crystal of the clearest and d 
color. ps of water seem to trembie and al- 
most fall from the canvas, and you feel con- 
vioced that nothing so realistic was ever 
painted. Mr. Brooks’ principal errand here is, 
however, to negotiate with the Historical So- 
ciety, or those interested in the early history of 
Chi for the purchase ot paintings, eiab- 
orated from sketches made by him on the 
of this city in 1833, The firstof theseshows Fort 
Dearborn with the barracks and officers’ quar- 
ters under the tall locust trees, the lighthouse 
in the rear. The sand-bar atthe mouth of the 
river, which prevented navigation to all but 
Mackinac boats, is distinctly shown. 8eC- 
ond picture is from the North Side, opposit 
State street, looking south. A few houses face 
upon South Water street, and there is a bridge 
across Dearborn street. In fact, Chicago at that 
time must have been very uninviting, for gen- 
erally the streets—or cowpaths—were covered 
with surface water. It was Venice without the 
palaces or gondolas. Another vicwis from the 
oak woods, looking north. Said woods were in 
the vicinity where Douglas Monument now 
stands. Still another view shows the forks of 
the river, the North and South Branches, look - 
ing west. Nothing is claimed for these paint- 
ings as works of art, although they have been 
copyrighted and are regarded as valuabie sou- 
venirs and records of the early 3 of a city 
that bas been almost marvelous in its growth 
when one considers that the man is still living 
who made these sketches a little less thin half a 
century ago. 


New Pictures by G. E. Colby. 

G. E. Colby, who is now in Kansas City, has 
exhibited there two new paintings entitled 
“Michigan Woods” and Conway Meadows, 
New Hampshire,” both of which are spoken of 
in the most flattering manner by the press of 
that city, one paper devoting nearly a column 
to a description of the artist and his works. 
„Michigan Woods is described as being charm- 
ing in tone and delightful in its harmonious 
commingling of lights and shades. Whatever 
may be Mr. Colby's method of working—and 
there are various opinions on the subject, some 
even going so far as to say that he never makes 
a nature sketch—it is difficult to believe that an 
artist who handles bis colorsin such a master- 
ly manner and attains such satisfactory 
results receives his inspiration from any other 
source than Neture itself. And if indeed he can 
paint with an art that conceals bis art, so much 
thé more is he an artist. His pictures are not 
things of shreds aud patches, but psarmonious 
and well-balanced compositions, pervaded by a 
quiet, poetical sentiment, with no forced effects 
or attempts to attract attention. Generally 
sombre in tone and lacking the crudities of most 
young painters’ efforts, bis work is certainly 
most promising. Although so daring and ambi- 
tious, whatever he may produce in the future 
will no doubt meet with sbarp criticism, and 
must stand upon its merits, which will depend 
entirely upon his adherence to Nature and his 
honesty in reproducing its forms and ef- 
fects. The most cultivated art taste 
of the days weary of sensationalism and studio 
pictures, and demands an originality and inde- 
pendence which can seize upon and vigorously 
portray with a true devotion to Nature every 
form of vegetable and animal life, every glorious 
atmospheric effect, the splendor of the sunset 
sky; or the vapor and mist of early morning; 
and that art which reproduces and reveals to us 
Nature in the most realistic{manner, preserving 
the poetry and mystery that is ever thrown 
about it. is the only art that is successful now. 
Mr. Colby goes soon to the — Mountains to 
make sketcbes for a large painting for the Lili- 
nois Club ot Chicago, it having given him an 
order for such a picture.

Baron Viard’s om. 

A French gentlema# upon whose card is the 
name Baron L. Viard, Paris,has upon exhi- 
bition at Gentile’s gallery, No. 200 Michigan av- 
enue, a dozen or more oil paintings of sume pro- 
tension and very unequal merit. The artist, 
who does not claim to be a professional, is a man 
of ample means, and u making a tour of this 
country with a view to investing ina sheep or 
cattle ranch in Colorado, and also proposes a 
bunt for bear and buffaloin the Far West. He 
offers for sale these pictures, the amusement of 
bie leisure hours. Some of them are quite cred- 
itable and show a good deal of ability. The 
largest and most important of the collection 
is quite an ambitious and dramatic composition, 
the suggestion of which was taken from a trag- 
edy called the “ Burgrave,” by Victor Hugo. 
It is painted in a very low key and with consid- 
erable power. It shows the interior of a palace, 
in which are grouped about forty figures. Ali 
the light of the painting is focused upon the 
principal characters, Wo occupy the middle of 
the picture, all costume! in dress of the 
fourteenth century. ‘he scene depicts the en- 
trance of the Emperor-Barbarossa disguised as 
abegger. The feudal Lord of the manor ad- 
vances toward him with uplifted sword, mena- 
cing death to the intruder, whose identity is, how- 
ever, discovered by several of the company, who 
kneel before the monarch. As a composition 
the work is strong, and in treatment is full of 
force and expression. The shadows of the high- 
vaulteo bali with its pillars and arches are 
cleverly denoted, and the costumes of the ug 
ures show care and study. 

M. Viard exhibits several smaller pieces of 
varying merit, one of the best being a still-life 
work representing a faiénce tea-set of Rouen in 
the sixteenth — Bigg wig painted; also 
a’standing figure ca “ The Mascotte,”’ paint- 
ed from the actress Montbazon, who posed for 
him in costume. A Spanish girl puflinga cigaret 
is one of the Dest of the Sense pieces. That of 
un Italian boy—a full length igure—is decidedly 
bad in drawing and not very good in color. 


Gallery and Studio Notes. 

Not long ago there was shown at O’Brien’s 
art - callery a copy by William Engels of a small 
painting by Meissonier of Napoleon I. mounted 
upon a white borse, two mounted officers of hid 
staff in the rear. This copy, which is said to be 
a very accurate one, has recently been 
sold for 1000, and has acquired additional 


interest from the fact that the original painting, 


owned by Mr. Ruskin, and for which he gave the 
artist 1,000 guineas, has just brought at a sale in 
London the enormous price of 5,800 guineas, or 
over $30,000, the highest price, probably, that 
was ever paid for a picture solid at public sale.

His researches into the phenomena of light have 
excited admiration of his teilow-scientists.

SCOTCH FUNERALS. 


Cyrious Mortuary Customs in the Land 
of Cakes and Strong Whisky. 
Macmillan’s Magazine 

Everybody knows that there is no service at the 
grave in Scotland, although the ciergy man under 
whom the deceased tzat is often,indeed usually, 
present. The bats of those iu attendance may 
be taken off the moment after they have low- 
ered the coffin into the grave just for an instant, 
but even this is not always the case. This habit 
of dispensing with religious exercises had its 
origin, no doubt, in the Scottish horror of doing 
anything that might give a color to the charge 
of following the Roman Catholic fashion of 
praying for the dead. The reading of a chapter 
of the Bible and a short prayer in the house be- 
fore the cortége sets out for the churchyard is 
the sole religious service, and the preliminaries 
to this are sometimes of a kind to raise the idea 
that care is taken to disconnect it from the pe- 
culiar circumstances of the occasion. 

Twenty years ago I was at a funeral in the 
country at which the minister and his colleague 
of the church to which the doceased belonged 
attended. After the company had assembled, 
some decanters of wine and a tray with cake 
were brought in and set upon the table. The 
daughter of the deceased, herself a clergyman's 
wife, then suggested that the senior minister 
should ask a blessing! This request served 
as an exeuse for a long prayer appropriate to 
the circumstances of the occasion which brought 
us together, and after it was over cake and wine 
were handed round. Then a request was made 
that the junior — — should “return 
thanks,” and be readily enough indulged in a 
prayer, in which he gathered up the fragments 
suitable to the circumstances which his colleague 
had omitted, and that was the whole religious 
seavice—simply a grace before and after meat. 

That terrible scourge, the cholera, which vis- 
ited the country in le, gave a fatal blow to the 
Bacchanalian orgies with which it bad been the 
fasnion to celebrate funerals in Port Glasgow. 
Men were willing enough to pay the last possi- 
ble mark of respect to the dead, but naturaily 
took every precaution to avoid exposing them- 
selves to unnecesvyary risk. So, instead of meet- 
ing in the house, as had been the custom, they 
simply gathered in the street before the door 
and followed the ».:arse to the place of burial. 
The old Port Glasgow gentleman who is my in- 
formant would not enter into particulars anent 
the proceedings prior to that date; but he made 
the significant remark that, while the new fash- 
ion only involved the loss of an hour, under the 
cid: ystem attendance at a funeral meant the 
luss of a whole day. 

When an invitation is being given verbally to 
a funeral in Scotland the person invited usually 
asks: *“ When do you lift?’ mean “at what 
bour is the funeral to take place?’ e manner 
of conveying the coffin from the house to the 
piace of interment, stili followed in Eaglesham, 
a village in the southof Renfrewshire, abun- 
dantiy explains this ph As can o well 
enough understood, hearses and coaches are in- 
stitutions belonging to towns a.nd cities, not to 
villages.

A Dissipated Creature from Tropical 
Regions—Mis Cruel Treatment of a 
Good Old Gentileman—Iniormation 
About the Price of Pets, 

New York Times. 

Pet selling isa great industry in the metropolis. 
There are thirty-seven firms in New York alone 
whose sole business is to import birds wholesale, 
and retail monkeys in job lots to suit the trade. 

To get an idea of the number of pets imported 
annuaily a Tunes representative called yester- 
day on Mr. W. E. Wall, Statistical Clerk in the 
Custom-House. The estimated value of the 
singing birds entered at this port for 1881 was 
$54,305. This embraces canaries, finches, night- 
ingales, etc., which are appraised at an average 
value of 25 cents each; so the number of these 
imported into New York for the year is about 
337,500. Singing-birds are free. 

“Parrots are often classed by importers as 
sing g- birds,“ said Mr. Wall, “and sometimes 
we can’t deny that they do sing, or at least try 
to. But generally the duty nas to be paid.“

ported in. 1881. Mr. Wall looked worried. * There's 
something wrong about the classification of 
monkeys,” he said. They come in sometimes

“FATHER” THOMAS. 


The Maun Who Revolutionized the Iron 
Trade by the Use of Anthracite Coal 
in Its Mannfacture—Oatline of a Re- 
markable Career. 

Philadaphia Telegravh. 

David Thomas, the eminent iron manufact- 
urer, died June 20 at Catasauqua, Pa., in the 
88th year of his age. Mr. Thomas, or as he was 
almost always affectionately called. Father 
Thomas, was the son of a small farmer who 
lived near the celebrated ruins of Neath Abbey, 
in Glamorganshire, Wales, and was born on the 
éd of November, 1794. His father being a com- 
paratively poor man, and having sev- 
eral children, his son was obliged 
to go to work on the farm at a 
very early age, and furego any ambition he had 
in the way of education. Beyond the merest 
elements of learning, Mr. Thomas was altogether 
a self-educated man. In 1812, at 17 years of age, 
he determined to branch out in a line of life 
which be thought presented more prospects than 
working on a small Welsh farm, and he conse- 
quently went to work in the Neath Abbey Iron 
Works. For five years he worked in the 
blast furnaces there, showing a wonderful apti- 
tude for the busirvss, and gaining a vast store 
of experience even in that short space of time. 
In fact, so well did he occupy his time and tal- 
ents that in 1817 he went to Yniscedwyn,in the 
neighboring County of Breconshire, where he 
was made general superintendent of the biast 
furnaces and of the iron ana coal mines. 

Mr. Thomas remained there in that position 
for twenty-two years (having in the meantime 
acquired a small interest in the works), operat- 
ing bis furnaces in the most successful manner, 
and continually experimenting with anthracite 
coal as a smelting fuel. It so happened that the 
Yniscedwyn Works actual alone on the 
only beit of anthracite coal in Great Britain—a 
belt nearly eighty milesin length, and varying 
in width from one to two miles; the argillaceous 
clay, iron stone, and black bana being stratitied 
all the way through it. Aud yet, with this boun- 
tiful supply of magnificent fuel lying under 
their very works, the Yuiscedwyn folks were 
hauling coke to their furnaces from a distance 
of fourteen or fifteen miles. Mr. Thomas 
naturally argued that when fuel and ore lay 
together as they did there, the fuel must 
be suitable for smelting the ore, pro- 
vided the right process of doing so could 
only be hit upon. With this aim in view he 
began as early as the year 1820 to make experi- 
ments. in this same year. 1820, the Lehigh Coal 
& Navigation Company succeeded, after much 
difficulty, in getting 865 tons of their now famous 
anthracite coal to Philadelphia, and then they 
found out, to their sorrow and disgust, that they 
had overstocked the market. People said that 
it would not burn, even that it put their fires 
out, and absolutely refused to buy it. But David 
Thomas knew nothing about this. All he knew 
was that a seam of anthracite coal lay under 
his tang J feet and that he was most anxious to 
utilize it in his biast-furnaces, if ible. 80, 
in ignorance of the struggles of the Lebigh 
Company, and little dreaming that his road to 
wealth and position led through their very door- 
way, he quietly and persistentiy went on with 
his experiments—undaunted by hig re 
failures. 

Of his various experiments Mr. Thomas says: 
“ As early as 1820 I bad some anthracite coal put 
into the furnace with coke, in the proportion of 
from one part in twenty to one part in twelve. 
This did very well. But whenever anything 
went wrong with the furnace the fault was al- 
ways laid ou the coal; and the men became so 
prejudiced againat it that I bad to give it up. 
Still, every year | would try some experiments 
with it, both incupolas and blast furnaces. In 
1825° I had a small biast furnace built with a 
nine-foot bosh and twenty-five foot stack. After 
blowing it in with coke 1 introduced anthracite 
coal, increasing the amount of it more and 
more. But the tuyeres would close up so that we 
bad to abandon it. In 1890 I enlarged the fur- 
nace, giving it an eleven-toot bosh and a forty- 
tive-foot stack. This resuited in a greater 
amount of success. * the whole thing was 
so unprofitable that it was given up.“ 
But while Mr. Thomas had been so resolutely 
experimenting, another's brain had been schem- 
ing, devising, and at last, perfecting an inven- 
tion which was to create arevoluton in blast 
furnaces, and enable him to reach the goal of his 
ambition. That invention was the hot biast. In 
the year 1828 Mr. Neilson, of Glasgow, Scotiand, 
began msking experiments in this direction, and 
in 1834 he patented his valuable invention—the 
heating of the blast before introducing it into 
the furnace. 

In those days it took along while for news to 
reach distant partsof the country; how long 
readers can judge when it took two years to 
reach the sharp and eager ears of Mr. Thomas. 
By that time tne Clyde Iron Works had a hot- 
blast furnace in operation, and Mr. Thomas 
burried off to Scotland to see how the process 
worked. After the most careful examina- 
tion he determined that the pew hot-blast 
was just what was wanted for an anthracite 
furnace. He returned to Yniscedwyn with 
a license from Mr. Neilson and an expert me- 
chanic who understood the construcuon of the 
heating ovens. The furnace was prepared for 
the new blast, the heating ovens were attached 
to it, and on the 5th ot February, 1837, the tur- 
nace was blow in. The success was complete, 
and anthracite iron continued to be successfully 
and profitably made from that furnace without 
intermission. Anthracite iron was a new-born 
commodity in the commerce of the world, and 
David Thomas, of Yniscedwyn, was its god- 
father. Mr. Thomas tells an mee anec- 
dote in connection with his hearing of Mr. Neil- 
son’s invention. He was, he says, one evening 
at the house of Mr. Crane, a gentioman who 
owned one-third of the Yniscedwyn Works, ana

LITERARY SECRETS. 


Works Published Anonymously or 
Pseudonymously. 
Pall Mali Gazette. 

The pleasure of finding out the secrets of our 
neighbors exercises an irresistibie fascination 
upon most minds, and it might have been sup- 
posed that a catalog of the authors of the many 
volumes published in England under fantastic 
disguises, or without any names at all, would 
have been a congenial labor foran enthusiastic 
bibliographer. Whatever the reason may have 
been for this defect in the national bibliography 
—and it is most probable that nothing but the 
magnitude of the undertaking has deterred 
many ardent book-lovers from accepting the 
responsibility of the task—no comprehensive 
attempt has hitherto been made to compile a 
key to the anonymousand pseudonymous liter- 
ature of Great Britain. Such catalogs have 
long existed in Continental countries, and 
some of them, like the volumes of Barbier 
and Querard, are of European celebrity. 
It is many years ago since M. Philarete 
Chasies commented on the vast number of the 
writers who between 1688 and 1880 sacrificed the 
pleasure of notoriety for the sake of inflicting 
greater damage on the reputation of their oppo- 
nents, or in the hope of exciting the curiosity of 
the reading world, and suggested that a list of 
those autbors should be compiled by some ex- 
plorer of the past. His criticism for years had 
no effect. The subject, so new and unexplored, 
and yet so little explained.“ did not attract ws 
laborer until about 1856, when the late M. 
Hawlkett, of the Advocates’ Library at Edin- 
burg, undertbok the task. What that eager 
worker began, but could not finish, a secund 
lover of literature in the Northern Athens com- 
pleted. He, too, however, died before their 
joint collections were ready for the p and 
now, in 188, the first part of this elaborate work 
has appeared. ‘Though the section now pub- 
lished only extends to the letter E, at least 6,000 
works are assigned in its pages to their legiti- 
mate parents. In books of this kind there is no 
finality, and it is II that even under that 
portion ‘of the alfabet 6,000 more volumes of 
this class have been published, the authors of 
which cannot now be ascertained. exam- 
ple will show conclusively the number of pseu- 
donymous works which must always romain 
without the discovery of a clew to their parent- 
age.

Obscurity, however, is not the usual tate of 
literary merit.

The chief cause of low rates has been an over- 
abundance of carriers. A short time ago, 
when a great number ‘of vessels 
went into the iron-ore trade, rates 
reached a paying figure. The result was that 
owners rushed their vessels back bere and rates 
rapidly declined to the present figure. There is 
nothing to lead to the belief that they will ad- 
vance again materially until the new crop begins 
to come in.

Parasols swing, huzza, huzza, hands clap, 
and multitudes of people, cajoled, deceived, 
and cheated at the races, go neck and neck 
to perdition.

THREE RELIGIONS, 
LECTURE BY PROF. WILLIAMS ON HIN- 

DOOISM, MOHAMMEDANISM, AND CIRISTI- 

ANITY. 

A lecture was delivered May 31 before the 
University of Oxford by Prof. Monier Will- 
iams ou the three principal religions now 
confronting each other in the world. Budd- 
hism, he contended, was not entitled to be 
called a réligion, for it recognized no God 
and no immortal soul. It was our duty to 
examine non-Christian systems reverently 
and impartially, and on their best sides as 
well as on their worst. Christianity was the 
pertect embodiment of eternal truth, frag-

ments of which were scattered through 


other systems. There was more common 
ground between Hindooism and Christianity 
than-between Islam and Christianity. All 
three religions asserted the unity of God. 
According to Islam God was absolutely one 
and had never be@ome incarnate. According 
to Hindooism the one God manifested Hime 
selt in innumerable incarnaiions and visible 


forms. The Koran and the Veda claimed to 
be the actual words of God. They were ob- 
jective revelations and had no objectivity like 
the Christians’ sacred Scriptures. The feel- 
ing after truth in Hindooism was remark- 
ably displayed in its doctrine of triple mani- 
festations of the Godhead. The Indian’s 
daily prayer from the Rig-veda miglit be used 
by Christians if “Sun of Righteousness” 
were substituted for Sun.“ Hindooism has 
no one special founder, and Mohammed de- 
nied that he was the founder of Islam. His 
mission was to bring back the peuple of Asia 
to the true Monotheistic creed, which he af- 
firmed had existed since Abrahani—the first 
Moslem. Let Islam certainly centered in 
Mohammed. His. career was divided into 
two haves. At Mecca he was the earnest 
religious teacher and enthusiast. At Me- 
dina he was far more, he was military leader, 
statesman, and King. The Koran grew like 
patchwork, piece after piece, botch after 
butch ; its teaching expanded in response to 
the needs of the mighty forces set in action 
The Talmud and the spu- 
rious Gospels formed the soil out of which 
the taugle of later doctriné¢ ramified. The 
heaviest charge against Mohammed was that 
he encouraged by precept and example sex ual 
license and alow estimate of women. This 
was a canker ever eating into Moslem home- 
lite and spreading to Moslem national life. 
It was true that Islam was once the soul of 
progress, but having reached acertain point it 
appeared to lapse backward, whereas the 
Christian’s career was ever onwverd. In some 
parts of India Mohammed and Ali received 
divine honors,and the lowest clases of IIindoos 
were occasionally to be found worshiping at 
Mussulman shrines, as Mussulmans were at 
Hindoo shrines. The two religions now co- 
operated harmoniously. Temples — and 
mosques were reared side by bide. Could 
no treaty of peace be adjusted between islam 
and Christianity ? The lecturer thought not. 
A vast chasm separated the two systems. | A 
Trinitarian Christian would have less diffi- 
culty in coming to terms with Hindovism, 
notwithstanding its repulsive idolatry and 
its doctrine of soul-transmigration, than with 
Mohammedanism. Christians could never 
have fellowship with a_relizion which re- 
garded the doctrine of Christ’s association 
with,God the Father as a blasphemous fable, 
and offered its adherents a paradise more 
material and carnal than that from which 
their first parents were expelled.

CANON LIDDON. 
JUST WHAT HE IMD SAY IN HIS SERMON 
UPON MR. DARWIN’S DEATH. 

Here is the close of Canon Liddon’s much- 
talked-of sermon on the doubt of St. Thom- 
as, preached in St. Paul’s justafter the death 
of Mr. Darwin: Now, if any one truth, 
however limited and elementary, can be really 
held as true, it will so far arrest the sway of 
this habit of universal doubt. And thereare 
very few men who do not hold something for 
true, even though theirs should be a very 
stinted creed. If they reject the grace of 
the Sacraments, they believe in the Atone- 
ment: if they deny our Lord’s divinity, they 
are, as the phrase goes, Christian Theists; if 
they cannot believe in the Christian revela- 
tion. they have no doubt that there does 
exist a moral and personal God; if unhap- 
pily, they have misgivings as to this great 
and awful truth, yet they recognize in them- 
selves the law of right and wrong—recog- 
nize it not the less clearly though they can- 
not be sure what is right and what is wrong. 
Very well; if they have lost their bold on 
all besides, let them make the most of this 
one remaining fragment of truth—the indel- 
lible distinction between right and wrong. 
Look hard at that distinction, my doubting 
friend: itis for you what the pierced hands 
and riven side of Christ were for St. Thomas. 
Look hard at it, grasp it, and it will lead 
you on to truths beyond itself. For this 

aw ot right and wrong, whence comes 
it? If it be a law and not — a for- 
tultous result of social pra ſij ices, it 
implies lawgiver, and a moral lawgiver, 
too. Ang when faith in a moral God has 
been recovered we have a second and an 
infinitly grander truth, limiting the province 
and operation of doubt, and inviting the 
doubter to weigh its immensity and power, 
that it may lead him on to other certainties 
which, in their turn, depend on it. You be- 
lieve in amoral God, But can He be at once 
almighty and moral? Can He survey this 
world, which His hands have made, and 
which contradicts so much that is His eter- 
nal nature, and yet have made no sign—have 
committed Llimself to no interference, to no 
remedy, to no revelation, in order to allevi- 
ate the ruin and the wo? It is impossible. 
The more you grapple with the fact of the 
morality of God, the more clearly you must 
perceive the immense, the overwhelming 
force of the presumption that such a Being 
must reveal Himself to mau; and in the light 
of this vast antecedent presumption. the evi- 
dence that Ile has done so in the Christian 
revelation will be more than sufficient.’’

Nowadays a card-playing prelate is 
hardly to be found, though Bishop Ellicot, 
of Gloucester, deftly handles the cue. ‘The 
tamous polemical debater, Bishop Phill- 
potts, of Exeter, was the last eminent lawn- 
sleeved whist player.

It is popularly supposed that the ministry 
is called of Gud, but here is one who on his 
own responsibility is vigorously engaged in 
working up a call.

The Advocate thought the sum not big 
enough, and suggested 320,000.

A petition lately pre- 
sented to the General Assembly ‘of the 
Established Chareh sets forth that he had 
used the building afone time as a pigsty, at 
another as an inclosure for his cattle, and 
the grounds about every winter as a stock- 
yard. One Sunday, during the winter of 
1880, the peopte wie assembled to attend the 
service found ne door of the church 
was closed. the being stored with corn 
or straw. 

Bethel Methodist Church has the principal 
necro congregationin Providence, and Allen 
Chapel has the smallest and poorest. The 
Rev. Mr. Yeocum was transferred by his 
Bishop from the pastorate of the latter to 
that of the former. Ille immediately received 
a formal letter from the Bethel officers ask- 
ing him to resign, and on going to preach 
his tirst sermon in the church he found a 
notice on the locked door that there would 
be no services. The objections to Mr. Yeo- 
culm is not understood to be personal, but is 
based on the unwillingness of the proud 
Bethel people to take a pastor from humble 
Allen Chapel. 


„ Did a more devilish passage than the fol- 
Towing, cut from a recent copy of the Temple 
Outlook, a religious paper published in the 
interests ot the Rev. Justin D. Fulton, for- 
merly of Boston, ever appea runder presuma- 
bly Christian auspices in an American news- 
paper?“ asks the Boston Herald: 

A people's church is a puwer, and a great con- 
gregation in a great city is a source of immense 
influence. The Music-Haill Congregation, to 
which Theodore Parker ministered, became a 
terror to the Christian bearts; and when, in an- 
wer to prayer, God removed him, and the peo- 
ple turned to the support of evangelical truths 
in Tremont Temple, the etfect was seen through- 
out New England. That church bas a building 
placed at its disposal, free of rent and without 
expense of fire or light, waich cost the Buptists 
of tom $220,000. 


The committee appointed in 1865 at Eise- 
nach, in Germany, for the revision of Lu- 
ther’s translation of the Bible. has held its 
last meeting at Halle, and there-is every 
prospect that the revised version will soon 
appear. Out of the thirty original revisers 
fourteen only remain, sixteen having died 
since the work began. No alteration of Lu- 
ther’s translation has been admitted unless 
sunctioned by two-thirds of the committee. 
The next step will be the publication of the 
text as now revised, in order to submit it to 
the judgment of the theological faculties in 
the universities, and to the criticisms of 
scholars as well asto the public at large. 
After their remarks have been received and 
considered, which may take two or three 
— more, the new version will be pub- 
ished and recommended for adoption by all 
Protestant churches in Germany. 


The Key. Lee M. Heilman has been ap- 
pointed pastor of the new English Lutheran 
Church, which will be opened this morning 
in Castle Hall, on West Lake street, a few 
doors west of Union Park. This enterprise 
is begun under the auspices of the General 
Synod of the Lutheran Church in the 
United States.” Of the more than thirty 
lutheran churches in Chicago, but a very 
few English have been as yet undertaken. 
‘There are many who frum all parts of the 
country have removed to the city, and want 
such a church, as also many in the churches 
of other languages desire it. This portion of 
the Church is progressive and aims to be 
abreast of all the interests of morality and 
the life demanded at this day. This new 
work is undertaken as no experiment, but is 
meant to be prosecuted as a feature of the 
city, and will be followed by other like enter- 
prises. 


The Churchman is not pleased with the 
prevailing custom of unbounded eulogies 
after death.

He has published 
au edition of Buclid, and a work on algebra (two 
editions); aad a large work on mathematics, in- 
cluding logarithins, plane and spherical trigo- 
nometry, mensuration, surveying, and navira- 
tion, and also a work on astronomy, and has now 
ready for the press a second book oa Practical 
Astronomy,” and still another on the ** Googra- 
phy of the Heavens.

DR. PUSEY ON THE IMPRISONED RECTOR 

GREEN. 

At the annual district meeting of the En- 
glish Church Uniou at Oxford, on June 1, a 
letter was read from Dr. Pusey, in which he 
said that the exterminating party had per- 
sisted inveterately in keeping Mr. Green’s 
prison bars fastened tight, while ail but 
themselves wished to see him freed. How-. 
ever any might have differed from him, they 
felt his fifteen months’ imprisonment to be a 
disgrace to the nineteenth century. They 
might mock and say that the gates of Lan- 
caster Castle were locked on me inside, that 
Mr. Green could go out if he willed on their 
terms. Ile needed only to renounce his con- 
victions, to violate his conscience, to tell his 
people whom he loved that he had misled 
them by following a direction in the Common 
Prayer-Book, that the insertion of that direc- 
tion at the last revision of the Prayer-Book 
was a mere blunder, that they might trifle 
with every direction of the Prayer-Book, 
neglect everything, contravene everything— 
one thing only they must not do—obey. This 
has been the battle; on the one side a strong 
will to obey, which was to be immured with- 
in iron bars lest it should be again free to 
obey; on the other, force, under the sacred 
but absurd name of law, bidding men dis- 
obey under penalty of being imprisoned. 
And for this he was, forsovth, called ob- 
stinate. In an age of softness and moral 
cowardice Mr. Greey had shown them a 
bright example of loyalty to conviction. The 
good which his imprisonment had worked 
was independent of the particular issues 
raised before Lord Penzance, or of the ques- 
tion of Lord Penzance’s authority, who, 
while sitting to administer the law of the 
Church of England, broke the law which he 
had to administer, dispensing in his own 
case with the express provisions of those 
canons which he hadto enforce on the clergy 
of the Church,

The Duchess of Gordon, “one of the em- 
resses of fashion,” was one of the cele- 
trio in the world of fashion in 1791— 
the Duchesses of Rutland, Devonsfiire, and

The Duchess of Gordon was a woman of 
wonderful endurance. She was very fond 
of play, and devoted some time each day to 
this pernicious amusement, so fashionable at 
that time. She was not beautiful, but her 
manuer was very attractive. This, com- 
bined with her high intellectual powers, s 
lofty station, made her a potent rival. She 
was very vivacious, particularly at play. 
She frequentiy dispensed with the recog- 
nized usages imposed on her sex, which de- 
tracted from her interest as a pattern of femi- 
nine life, but which were considered desir- 
able to the leading 2 — powers ot the 
day, all eager to avail themselves of her in- 
fluence. Her elegant mansion was crowded 
with politicians, and subservient to political 
purposes. She was the subject of the bal- 
lad of Jenny of Monteith.” She was the 
mother of five daughters, three married 
Dukes and one a Marquis. Her energy was 
wonderful. She raised by her own personal 
exertions a troop of volunteers on the dis- 
comfiture of Burgoyne’s army, having set 
out in the dead of winter to the Highlands 
for that purpose. She was as particularly 
marked in fashionable life as in politics. 
The Duchess of Gordon was greatly 
admired by the middie classes, with whom 
she purpesely came in contact. She died in 
1812. 

The Duchess of Devonshire, daughter of 
the first Earl Spencer, was the most engag- 
ing of all women. She was lovely, Ss 
and natural. Although got regularly beauti- 
ful, the iilumination of i mind and heart, 
and her sweet, winning, and perfect manners 
made her one of the greatest stars of fashion. 
The fascination of her manners, we are told, 
was something so remarkable that language 
seems to have exhausted itself in the 
attempt to do justice to her. She 
was absolutely irresistible. Her sincere 
and tender affection for her sister and chil- 
dren was almost enthusiasm, while the ado- 
ration and homage which was paid at beau- 
ty’s shrine did not destroy her domestic char- 
acter or mar her virtues. Instead of grow- 
ing selfish under so much flattery, she seems 
to have grown more lovely in character 
every day of her life. Her mind was highly 
cultivated, her tastes were decidedly for 
music and the arts, and she wrote verses with 
great success. Spencer addressed her thus: 
Enchantress, come! My mystic throne ascend, 
To powers like thine no sybil spells pretend; 
Vain are my prophecies of weal or wo 
‘fo those who thy superior infiuence know! 

If my keen sight approaching joy deserves, 
One frown from thee and joy forever flies; 

if my dark page foretelis the worid's distress, 
One smile from thee and all is bappiness.

A REMINISCENCE OF LINCOLN, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHicaGco, June 2%4.—Early in December, 1860, I 
was called to Springfield on business. It had 
then been ascertained that Mr. Lincoln was cer- 
tainly the President-elect...He had just taken 
Gov. Yates’ rooms in the State-House. As I 
was entering the State-House about 9 o'clock a. 
m. I met Mr. Lincoln on the steps, and he in- 
vited me to his rooms. After remaining alone 
in conversauon until about 10 o'clock, two gen- 
tlemen from Memphis, Tenn., were ushered in 
and introduced by the Rev. Dr. —, of Spring- 
field. They had been deputed by the Cotton 
Exchange of Memphis to visit Mr. Lincoln and 
ascertain what his policy would be towards the 
Southern States. 

After a very satisfactory conversation of per- 
haps an hour, and as they were on the point of 
leaving, a loud rap was heard at the door, to 
which Mr. Lincoln responded, “Come in.” But 
no one entered. After a short pause another 
and louder rap was heard, and Mr. Lincoin arose 
and opened the door, when an old gentieman, 
about 65 years of age, entered, whose hand Mr. 
Lincoln grasped very cordially. They were old- 
time acquaintances, and, after mutual inquiries 
about friends and families, the old gentleman 
put his band in the pocket of his old-fashioned, 
blue, swalliow-tailed coat and took therefrom 4 
large,ibeautiful * and said, Abraham, here 
isan apple that Mary plucked from your [a- 
vorit tree in the southwest corner of the or- 
chard; and she asked me to hand it to you with 
her best wishes for your success and prosperity. 
As I have no time to spare, as I must leave for 
bome, for I have a long distance to go, I thought 
I would call and see you for a few minutes, 0 
have known, each other for many years. You 
will soon leave for Washington, and we may 
never meet again. You are the President-elect. 
I rejoiced when you were nominated, | voted for 
you, and I rejoiced stil more when you were 
elected. I fear you will have great trouble. You 
must allow me to give you a few words of ad- 
vice, as Ihave often done before. Abraham 
you know what it cost our forefathers to secure 
our independence and establish the Union.

The following is the text of the circular re- 
cently issued by the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad: 

The Philadelphia & Reading Railroad Com- 
pany wlll receive applications for $13,500,000 of 
the tirst series of the total issue of 616,000,000 
bonds for the conversion and refunding of ex- 
isting obligations into 5 per cent consolidated 
mortgage bonds, the remainder of the first se- 
ries, $66,500,000, bemg retained to redeem the 
consolidated, improvement, general, and in- 
come mortgages of the railroad company and 
the divisional coai-land mortgages of the Phila- 
deiphia & tteading Coal & Lron Company. 

When fully issued the first series will con- 
stitute a first charge of the propesty and reve- 
nue of the company, the annual interest being 
$4,000,000. 

According to the circular the net earnings. 
taking last year’s figures as a basis, will show a 
surplus over interest on the first series after the 
eonversion is made of $6,051,888. The price of 
the issue will be 98 per cent or $980 per $1,000 
bond. The bonds will be ready for deliv- 
ery Sept. 30, 1882. Of the proceeds of the pres- 
ent issue of $13,500,000, $9,364,012 will be 
applied to the redemption of existing obliga- 
tions, including the purcbase of first mortgage 
sterling bends, general mortgage deferred cou- 
pons, and Receivers’ certificates, and of the rest 
$1,000,000 to the construction of thirty-one miles 
of railroad to connect the Reading coal lands 
with the New York Central Railroad under a 
traſhe agreement between the two companies 
for a period of 900 years; $1,538,868 for real es- 
tate and betterments, $1,597,120 for new rolling- 
stock and improvements at Williamsport to pro- 
vide for increased tariff requirements of the 
company and the New York Central connection. 
The annual saving to the company by the new 
mortgage is given at $1,800,000. The circular 
conciudes as follows: “A great increase of 
traffic may confiaently be expected upon the 
completion as well of the connections now being 
constructed with the New York Central Railroad 
system as with those of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad and those leading westward ‘to Pitts- 
burg. ,The railroad company operates a system 
of 850 miles of railway, embracing the equiva- 
lent of 725 miles of single track, and owns 
through the Philadelphia & Reading Coal & tron 
Company an estate of over 90,000 acres of an- 
thracite coal lands in the United States.“ 

The Directors ,of the Louisville & Nashville 
Company have elected Messrs. John E. Greene 
and F. D. Caryl, both of Louisville, to fill the va- 
cancies occasioned by the resignations of Messrs. 
Murrilland Guthrie. A bid of 2% per cent has 
been made for the August dividend on 5,000 
shares. 

Denver was raided by traders on the $33,000 
decrease in earnings for the third week in June. 
The decrease was not the result of the war at 
Denver, but the earnings were compared with 
the second largest week in 1881, when local 
causesswelled the earnings to an uousual figure. 

Kiernan saysit can be stated positively that 
the earnings of the Lake Shore Company thus 
far in dune have exceeded the earnings for the 
corresponding time last year. Advices yester- 
day were that an early movement of grain was 
expected and a steady improvement in east- 
bound freights. A quotation of 116 next week 
was confidently predicted by Vanderbilt brokers. 

The Reading prospectus is criticised because 
it did not state what Mr. Gowen had actually ac- 
complished. Opinions were divided as to 
whether Gowen had secured $13,500,000 through 
a syndicate which proposed to market the bonds 
at 98, or whether the proposition to sell at that 
price was an original move toward floating the 
5 per cent loan. A large holder of Reading bonds 
said that Mr. Gowen had secured over $13,000,000. 

At the Windsor parties who claimed-to know 
the facts said that the London syndicate got the 
Reading bonds at 96, which they propose to sell 
at 98, but some bears on Reading say they paid 
less than 90 for them.

The 
attendance has not been large except on Thurs- 
day night, wuen Mr. Chapman and Miss Herrick 
made their first appearances. However well 
mounted and well sung, “Pinafore” has been 
seen so often that it has become “stale, tlat, 
and unprotitable.”” Mr. Davis placed the piece 
upon the stage in admirable shape.

dramatic power exhibited by the C. C. C. Co. is 
defeosible on the ground that al things ** must 
have had a beginning sometime,” because in a 


‘professional organization each member brings 


to the performance of bis or her part the fruits 
of years of active work on the stage, and when 
a company makes a “beginning” it is already 
teu or more years abead of the point an ama- 
teur organization starts from. The Boston Ideal 


company is practically a professional organiza- 


tion, and when it begun had at least two experi- 
enced actors in its ranks. But it is 
ouly this year that its dramatic mer- 
ite have been entitled to recognition. 
Its members now do nothing else but act and 
sing; have no private business to keep them 
from rebearsals, and make their living by their 
stage performances. With their musical ability 
and the experience gained anonuaily the Boston 
Ideais will undoubtedly stand first among light 
operatic organizations next season. So far as 
the principals are concerned, the attempt so 
often heard to institute a comparison between 
them and the C. C. C. company is absura. It is 
too much like suggesting a parallel between the 
chiid learning to walk and the skilled pedestrian. 
What we have said on this point is said in no 
spirit of disparagement of our local organiza- 
tion, but by way of answer to many expressions 
sugvesting that Tue TRIBUNE-Has not sullicient- 
ly commented upoa the lack of histrionic ability 
displayed. by this amateur company. As 
its members do not profess to be act- 
ors, do not expect to identify theu.seives 
with the stage, are not dependent upon it for a 
living, and are not subject to the same rigid 
rules ot discipline while on it under which pro- 
fessionals are trained, they are to be judged as 
vocalists and as amateurs only, provided that 
their acting is not % very bad that their pre- 
tensions to interpret light Operatic works are a 
truud upon the public anda method of obtain- 
ing money without giving an adequate returo. 
Such a thing was lately attempted here, and the 
organization that tried it very properly game 
to grief. THe TRIBUNE was not one of the 
mourners at that funeral. 

Having said so much on the amateur-profes- 
sional question, we are tempted to say a few 
words more apropos of the performances of 
* Pinafore.” The more prominent faults of the 
principals are lack of repose, constant appear- 
ance of beuw ill at ease, non-identification with 
the accepted conception of the part assumed, 
superabundance of gesture, awkwardness and 
uncertainty in arm movements, too evident 
striving to recall the lines, rapidity of utterance, 
and non-emphasis of special “points.” Aud 
there is another difficulty which with some un- 
derilies the others perbups, and that is, tov littie 
attention to make-up when piaying such a 
part as thet of the Admiral, for instance. It 
will not answer for a person playing a come- 
diau's part in the presence of friends simply to 
put ou a wig and then attempt buſtoonery. Non- 
disguise humpers the actor bimself and makes 
him ridiculous Yo bis friends. There is uo illu- 
sion about it. ‘tis not the Pinafore” Admiral 
who is talking nonsense and kicking up his heels 
like a lunatic, but it is Smith; Smith whom you 
will meet on the street the next day look 
ing exactly as he did the night before, 
suave for a little powder and un wig, 
and whose fandango and absurdities will at once 
suggest themselves as being component parts of 
Smith, not of the Admiral! ‘The vid members of 
the company are less liable to these charges 
than the new oues. Mr. McWade is the best 
Capt. Corcoran bot in voice and action that we 
now recall. But the majority of the members 
are on the boards for the first time, and, marked 
us may be their vocal abilities, need consider- 
able drilling and Biudy to give them more con- 
fidence and a better understanding of dramatic 
action. As we have said, the chorus is superb, 
with strong, fresh, true voices of excellent 
quality and not lacking in quantity. And the 
lending singers are so weil known tbat no re- 
hearsal of their vocal merits is necessary. Of 
the new aipgers who have ussumed 
parts in “Pinafore” during the week 
we are inclined to give Miss Herrick 
the most praise. Her Josephine wus a very win- 
ning personation, and it less strong vocally than 
that of Mrs. Ford and Miss Dutton, was superior 
to either owing toan intelligent conception of 
the part consistentiy carried out. Mr. Wolff 
makes a capital Dick Deadeye: Mr. Clark, while 
open to many of the criticisms we have made 
generagly, and failing entirely io make any 
point in his declamatory passages, singe with 
Spirit and truth than which more should not at 
present be asked. Mra. Davis is the Iutlercup 
par excellence, but surprised the audience on 
Friday night by doing so much with the small 
part of Hebe, and Miss St. John, with much to 
learn, gives greut promise of tuture merit both 
us a singer aud actress. Mrs. Ford sang with 
the four C's last season, and is a vocalist of 
skill and training. There is a tendency 
to drag the solo numbers in order to enable the 
singers to display their vocal abilities to better 
ndvantage, a tendency which is not to be com- 
mended. What the organization most lacks, 
aside from dramatic talent. is a comedian of 
abilitv. Mr. Kayzer, with the best intentions in 
the world, has not shown any skill in this direc- 
tion. It is a difficult place to fill, but absolutely 
pecessary for the interpretation of any of the 
light operas of the day. “ Pinatore’’ will be 
given uotil Wednesday or Thursday, when Pa- 
tleuce will have its tirst represeutation by the 
Chicago Church Choir company.
